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U.S hits Venezuela 
with oil sanctions 
to pressure Maduio

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Trump administration on 
Monday sanctioned Ven¬ 
ezuela's state-owned oil 
company, ratcheting up 
pressure on socialist Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Maduro to 
cede power to the U.S.- 
backed opposition in the 
oil-rich nation in South 
America. 

The action means Madu¬ 


ro'sembattled government 
would lose accessto one of 
its most important sources 
of income and foreign cur¬ 
rency along with around $7 
billion in assetsofthe state- 
owned company, Petrole- 
osDe Venezuela S.A. 
Hoursafterthe White House 
announced the sanctions, 
Maduro went on state IV 
and called the U.S. action 
"immoral, criminal."

In words directed at Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump, he 
said, "Hands off Venezu¬ 
ela!" 

The sanctions follow the 
unusual decision by more 
than 20countries, including 
the U.S., to recognize the 
opposition leader of the 
National Assembly, Juan 
Guaido, asthe interim pres¬ 
ident of Venezuela. Madu¬ 
ra was re-elected last year 
in an election widely seen 
as fraudulent. The once 
prosperous nation has 
been in an economic col¬ 
lapse, with several million 
citizens fleeing to neighbor¬ 
ing countries. 

'We have continued to 
expose the corruption of 
Madura and his cronies, 
and today's action ensures 
they can no longer loot the 
assets of the Venezuelan 
people," national security 
adviserjohn Bolton said at 
a White House news con¬ 
ference to announce the 
sa nc tio ns with Trea sury Sec¬ 
retary Steven Mnuchin. 
Bolton said he expects 
Monday's actions against 
PDVSA — the acronym for 
the state-owned oil com¬ 
pany — will result in more 
than $11 billion in lost ex¬ 
port proceeds during the 


next year. 

Oil production — the life¬ 
blood ofVenezuela'secon- 
omy — has been collaps¬ 
ing for years. Despite sitting 
atop the world's largest 
reserves, Venezuela cur¬ 
rently pumps just a third of 
the 3.5 million barrels a day 
it did when the late Hugo 
Chavez to ok power in 1999. 
The nation's refining ca¬ 
pacity has also declined 
because of poor mainte¬ 
nance and lack of skilled 
personnel. That has left it 
reliant on Citgo, the Hous¬ 
ton-based refining arm of 
PDVSA, to refine the oil and 
send gasoline backto Ven¬ 
ezuela to meet domestic 
needs. 

'They have just lost that 
source," said Russ Dallen, 
managing partner of Ca¬ 
racas Capita I, a brokerage 
company. 

Venezuela is very reliant on 
the U.S. for its oil revenue, 
sending 41 percent of its 
oil exports to the U.S. Mad¬ 
ura can divert the roughly 
500,000 barrels per day 
of oil currently being sold 
to Gulf Coast refineries to 
ma rkets in Russia, C hina, In- 
dia, Malaysia and Thailand. 
But processing internation¬ 
al financial transactions is 
hard without going through 
the U.S. or European banks.

Transport costs would also 
jump because Venezuela's 
ports aren't well-equipped 
to load supertankers for 
transporting oil to distant 
ma rkets. 

That means the country, 
which depends almost en¬ 
tirely on oil exports for hard 
currency, will be able to 
purchase even less food 
and other imports, poten¬ 
tially worsening shortages 
and deepening its eco¬ 
nomic collapse. 

Outside the PDVSA head¬ 
quarters in Caracas, office 
workers lining up to board 
red company buses were 
seeking information about 
the immediate impact of 
the U.S. sanctions. As he 
hurried home with his two 
children, one employee 
told The Associated Press 
that the sanctions signaled 
tough times a head. 

'Things a re going to getdif- 
fic ult,"sa id the ma n, who re¬ 
fused to identify himself by 
name because he feared 
reprisals from the compa¬ 
ny. 'The United States is one 
of the few buyerswho pays 
for the oil up front, and it's 
probably where mostofour 
income comesfrom." 
Mnuchin said any money 
that U.S. entities use to buy 
Venezuelan oil will go into 
a blocked account in the 
United States, notthe Mad¬ 
ura government. 


He said if PDVSA wants to 
see the sanctions lifted, 
there would have to be a 
speedy transfer of control 
to the interim, U.S.-backed 
presidentand a democrat¬ 
ically elected government 
that is "committed to taking 
concrete and meaningful 
actions to combat corrup¬ 
tion." 

He said the Treasury De¬ 
partment has taken steps 
to allow refineriesto contin¬ 
ue importing oil from Ven¬ 
ezuela temporarily. Also, 
he said Citgo will be able 
to continue importing oil as 
long asthe revenue is sent 
to the blocked account in 
the United States. 

'This is a country that is 
very rich in oil resources," 
Mnuchin said. 'There is no 
reason why these resources 
shouldn't be used for the 
economic benefit of the 
people there." 

Mnuchin said he did not ex¬ 
pect the sanctions would 
cause U.S. consumers to 
see higher prices at gas 
pumps. 

The American Fuel & Petro¬ 
chemical Manufacturers, 
which represents 95 per¬ 
cent of the refining sector, 
has lobbied hard during 
the past two years against 
any sanctions that would 
disrupt imports of Venezu¬ 
elan oil. The association is¬ 
sued a statement saying it 


supported the Trump ad¬ 
ministration's goal to bring 
change to Venezuela. 

'To that end, we will work 
with the administration to 
minimize any unnecessary 
disruptions or negative im¬ 
pacts to the market and 
American consumers," the 
association said. 

Mnuchin insisted the sanc¬ 
tions would have only a 
"modest" impact on U.S. 
refineries because Ven¬ 
ezuelan oil exports to the 
U.S. have declined steadily 
over the years, falling par¬ 
ticularly sharply over the 
pastdecade asitsproduc- 
tion plummeted amid its 
long economic and politi¬ 
cal crisis. The U.S. imported 
less than 500,000 barrels a 
day of Venezuelan crude 
and petroleum products in 
2017, down from more than 
1.2 million barrels a day in 
2008, according to the En¬ 
ergy Information Adminis¬ 
tration. Still, Venezuela has 
consistently been the third- 
or fourth-largest supplier 
of crude oil to the United 
States, and any disruption 
of imports could be costly 
for refiners. In 2017, the 
most recent yearthat data 
were available, Venezu¬ 
ela accounted for about 
6 percent of U.S. crude im¬ 
ports Valero and Citgo are 
among the largest import- 
ersof Venezuelan crude. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump's former 
lawyer, Michael Cohen, 
has agreed to talk to the 
House Intelligence Com¬ 
mittee on Feb. 8, opting 
for closed-door testimony 
after pulling out of a sepa¬ 
rate public hearing due to 
security issues. 

House Intelligence Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Adam Schiff 
said Monday that Cohen 
will be appearing volun¬ 
tarily and that the panel will 
work with law enforcement 
to make sure he is safe. Co¬ 
hen last week postponed 
testimony he wassupposed 
to give the House Over¬ 
sight and Reform Commit¬ 
tee, blaming threats from 
Trump and the president's 
attorney-spokesman, Rudy 
Giuliani. 

Cohen has not detailed 
the threats, nor has his law¬ 
yer. But Trump and Giuliani 
have publicly urged the 
Justice Department to in¬ 
vestigate Cohen's father- 
in-law, insinuating he was 
part of some unspecific 
criminal activity. Trump, for 
example,told FoxNewsthis 
month that Cohen "should 
give information maybe on 
his father-in-law, because 
that's the one that people 
want to look at." 

Trump's fixer-turned-foe is 
a central figure in special 
counsel Robert Mueller's 
investigation into possible 
coordination between Rus¬ 
sia and Trump's campaign. 
Cohen also played a pivot¬ 
al role in buying the silence 
of a pom actressand a for- 
merPlayboy Playmate who 
both alleged they had sex 
with Trump. The president 
has denied theirclaims. 
Cohen pleaded guilty last 
year to campaign finance 
violations and other of¬ 
fenses connected to the 
payments, and he issched- 
uled to begin serving a 


three-year prison sentence 
in March. Federal prosecu¬ 
tors have said Trump di¬ 
rected Cohen to make the 
payments during the cam¬ 
paign. 

Schiff, D-Calif., said Cohen 
had relayed "legitimate 
concerns" about his safety 
and the safety of his family. 
"Efforts to intimidate wit¬ 
nesses, scare their family 
members, or prevent them 
from testifying before Con- 
gressare tacticswe expect 
from organized crime, not 
the White House," Schiff 
said. 'These attacks on Mr. 
Cohen's family must stop." 
Cohen is also scheduled 
to talk to the Senate Intel¬ 
ligence Committee next 
month, in compliance with 
a subpoena. That interview 
is scheduled for Feb. 12, 
according to Lanny Davis, 
one of Cohen's lawyers. 

Also Monday, Cohen's law¬ 
yers announced a shake- 
up on his defense team as 
he continues to cooperate 
with Mueller and prepares 
for the congressional testi¬ 
mony. 

Cohen's legal team an¬ 
nounced that two attor¬ 
neys from Chicago, Mi¬ 
chael Monico and hispart- 
ner Barry Spevack, will rep¬ 
resent him, replacing New 
York-based attorneys Guy 
Petrillo and Amy Lester. 
Cohen's legal team de¬ 
scribed Monico as one 
of the "premier criminal 
defense attorneys in the 
country." 

The legal shake-up fol¬ 
lowed what a person fa¬ 
miliar with the matter de¬ 
scribed as a dispute over 
unpaid legal fees. The per¬ 
son, who spoke to The As¬ 
sociated Press on the con¬ 
dition of anonymity due to 
the sensitivity of the matter, 
said Cohen had not paid 
"proper fees" to his legal 
team. 

Davis disputed that char¬ 
acterization, saying the 


shake-up "had nothing to 
do with fees." 

Cohen did not immediately 
respond to a text message 
seeking forcomment. 
Monico and Spevack is¬ 
sued a joint statement Mon¬ 
day saying they looked for¬ 
ward to "helping Mr. Cohen 
fulfill what he has told us is 
his only mission — to tell the 
truth as he knows it and to 
turn the comer on his past 
life and taking ownership 
for his past mistakes by 
cooperating as best as he 
can with all governmental 


authorities in search of the 
truth." 

Monico worked as an as¬ 
sistant U.S. attorney in Chi¬ 
cago before entering pri¬ 
vate practice. He hassince 
become one of Chicago's 
highest-profile white-collar 
attorneys dating back to 
the 1980s, representing 
those close to the levers of 
power in Illinois, including 
powerful aldermen, a con¬ 
fidant of now-imprisoned 
former Gov. Rod Blagojev- 
ich and several defendants 
accused of corruption in 


dealing with the city of Chi¬ 
cago. He also represented 
an owner of Chicago's E2 
nightclub, where a stam¬ 
pede toward a door in 
2003 left 21 people dead. 
Most recently, Monico and 
Spevack have represented 
a former Lithuanian par¬ 
liamentarian and judge 
fighting extradition from 
Chicago to face charges 
in her homeland stemming 
from her allegations that 
there's a well-connected 
ring of pedophiles in the 
co untry.□

SEATILE(AP) — Some of the 
most influential forces in 
Democratic politics revolt¬ 
ed Monday against former 
Starbucks CEO Howard 
Schultz's prospective presi- 
d entia I b id, insisting thatan 
independent run would un¬ 
intentionally help President 
Donald Trump win another 
fouryearsin office. 

"fhe critics included the 
Democratic chairman of 
Sc hultz'shome state, a noth- 
er billionaire businessman 
who long flirted with an in¬ 
dependent run of his own, 
former President Barack 
Obama's chief strategist, 
and the most powerful su¬ 
per PAC in Democratic 
politics 

"If Schultz entered the race 
as an independent, we 
would consider him a tar¬ 
get... We would do every¬ 
thing we can to ensure that 
his candidacy is unsuccess¬ 
ful," said Patrick McHugh, 
executive director of Priori¬ 
ties USA, which spent near¬ 
ly $200 million in the 2016 
presidential contest. 
Specifically, he seized on 
Schultz's apparent willing¬ 
ness to cut entitlement pro¬ 
grams such as Medicare 
and Social Security to nar¬ 
row the federal deficit. 

'The bottom line," McHugh 
said, "is that I don't think 
Americans are looking for 
another selfish billionaire to 
enterthe race." 

The pushback in the early 
days of the 2020 cam¬ 
paign reflects the intensity 
Democrats are bringing to 
the race. The party is singu¬ 
larly focused on retaking 
the White House and anx¬ 
ious about any hurdle that 
would prevent them from 
seizing on Trump's unpopu¬ 
larity. 

While no independent has 
won the presidency since 
George Washington, Dem¬ 


ocrats fear that Schultz 
would almost certainly split 
their vote and give Trump 
an easier path to re-elec¬ 
tion. Yet Democrats con¬ 
cede that they had few 
tools to dissuade Schultz 
from launching an inde¬ 
pendent campaign — as 
he told CBS'"60 Minutes" on 
Sunday he was considering 

— though many were skep- 
ticalthathe would actually 
follow through. 

Shultz plans to spend 
the next month traveling 
around the country — in 
part promoting a new book 

— to test whether there's 
interest in an independent 
presidential candidate, ac¬ 
cording to a person fa miliar 
with his planning. However, 
the former Starbucks CEO 
may not ma ke a fina I deci- 
sion on running until the fall, 
when the direction of the 
Democratic primary may 
be somewhat clearer. 
Schultz'steamhaspolled on 
the viability of a third party 
run and believesthere is an 
opening, though they have 
not shared the specifics of 
their internal surveys. His 


advisers dispute the notion 
that an independent can¬ 
didate would automati¬ 
cally bolster Trump's pros¬ 
pects in 2020, arguing that 
there are enough Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans dis¬ 
gruntled with their parties 
to propel a third-party bid. 
Schultz is being advised by 
a team with experience 
in both parties, including 
Steve Schmidt, who worked 
on Republican John Mc¬ 
Cain's 2008 presidential 
campaign, and Bill Burton, 
a Democrat who worked 
for President Barack 
Obama. Schultz's team 
also includes Republican 
pollsterGreg Strimple,GOP 
strategist Brooks Kochvar, 
and RajivChandrasekaran, 
a former journalist who has 
worked closely with Schultz 
since 2015. 

Schultz has discussed with 
his team how much of his 
own money he's willing to 
plunge into a campaign, 
though the person familiar 
with his planning would not 
disclose the amount. That 
person insisted on anonym¬ 
ity in orderto discuss Schul¬ 


tz's p riva te c o nve rsa tio ns 
Schultz addressed his pros¬ 
pects in a video posted on 
social media Monday. 

"At this time in America 
when there's so much evi¬ 
dence thatourpolitical sys¬ 
tem is broken — that both 
parties at the extreme are 
not representing the silent 
majority of the American 
people — isn't there a bet¬ 
ter way?" Schultz said, not¬ 
ing that he'd be traveling 
the country in the coming 
weeks and months meet¬ 
ing with voters 
"And what better expres¬ 
sion of our democracy 
than to give the American 
people a choice that they 
deserve." 

Yet history — and the re¬ 
ality of a political system 
designed to favor major 
party candidates — sug¬ 
gests that Schultz may do 
little more than play spoiler 
should he decide to run. 
Bloomberg, who studied 
the possibility of an inde¬ 
pendent run of his own in 
the past, offered Schultz a 
direct message based on 
hisown experience. 


'The data was very clear 
and very consistent. Given 
the strong pull of partisan¬ 
ship and the realities of the 
electoral college system, 
there is no wayan indepen¬ 
dent can win. That is truer 
today than ever before," 
Bloomberg, who is consid¬ 
ering a Democratic 2020 
bid, said in a statement. 

He continued: "In 2020, the 
great likelihood is that an 
independent would just 
split the anti-Trump vote 
and end up re-electing the 
president. That's a risk I re¬ 
fused to run in 2016 a nd we 
can't afford to run it now." 
The angry voices were far 
and wide, and they includ¬ 
ed Obama's former chief 
strategist, David Axelrod, 
along with Democrats from 
Schultz's home state. 

"If Schultz dec ides to run as 
an independent," Axelrod 
tweeted, Trump "should 
give Starbucks their Trump 
Tower space rent free! It 
would be a gift." 

Tina Podlodowski, the 
Democratic chairwoman 
in Washington state, where 
Schultz has lived for de¬ 
cades, discouraged him 
from running as an inde¬ 
pendent. 

"A billionaire buying hisway 
out of the entire primary 
process does not strength¬ 
en democracy," she said. 
"It only makes it more likely 
that our democracy will 
be further strained under 
a nother four yea rs of Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump." 
Perhaps trying to elevate 
Schultz, who is not well 
known among Democratic 
primary voters, Trump him¬ 
self weighed in on Mon¬ 
day, tweeting that Schultz 
"doesn't have the 'guts' to 
run for President!" 

The 65-year-old Seattle bil¬ 
lionaire launched a tour 
Monday to promote his lat¬ 
est book, "From the Ground 
Up: AJ oumeyto Reimagine 
the Promise of America

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — 

Insurance claims from Cali¬ 
fornia's deadly November 
2018 wildfires have topped 
$11.4 billion, making the se¬ 
ries of fires so me ofthe most 
expensive in state history, 
officiaIssaid Monday. 

Ihe latest tally adds to 
growing concerns about 
the future availability of 
home insurance in wildfire- 
prone areas. 

More than $8 billion ofthe 
November 2018 losses stem 
from the fire that leveled 
the town of Paradise, killing 
86 people and destroying 
roughly 15,000 homes. Ihe 
other $3 billion in losses a re 
from two Southern Califor¬ 
nia wildfiresthat ignited the 
same week. 

The numbers were expect¬ 
ed to rise, though not dra¬ 
matically, state Insurance 
CommissionerRicando Lara 
said. So far, total damage 
for 2018 wildfires is close to 
$12.4 billion. 

'These are massive num- 
bersforus,"Lara said. 
California's wildfires are in¬ 
creasingly destructive and 
the fire season is stretch¬ 
ing longer due to climate 
change. A series of 2017 
wildfires in Northern Califor¬ 
nia's wine country and in 
parts of Southern California 
became the state's most 
expensive in history at $11.8 
billion. 

It has already become 
harder for people in fire- 
prone areasto getorkeep 
insurance, although Lara 
said the state is not at a 
point where it's impossible 
for homeowners to find it. A 
recent law requires insurers 
who do not renew policies 
to notify customers of other 
options, including a pooled 


insurance plan of last resort 
known as the "FAIR plan." 
"We want to make sure 
that we're monitoring the 
situation, and right now we 
don't feel this is an area we 
should be alarmed about," 
he said. 

Still, he said the worsening 
fires put California "in un¬ 
charted territory."The insur¬ 
ance department is begin¬ 
ning to collect information 
on non-renewed policiesto 
assess patterns such as lo¬ 
cation, he said. 
Representatives from the 
insurance industry acknowl¬ 
edged that some insurers 
may stop doing business in 
certain areas. But they said 


plans should still be widely 
available. 

'California still has a com¬ 
petitive market, there are 
other carriers moving into 
place to write new busi¬ 
ness," said Nicole Mahrt- 
Ganley of the American 
Property Casualty Insur¬ 
ance Association, which 
represents about 60 per¬ 
cent of the nation's prop¬ 
erty casualty insurance 
ma rket. 

Pacific Gas&Electric Corp., 
California's largest utility, is 
preparing to file for bank¬ 
ruptcy as early asTuesday. 
Company officials say the 
utility cannot afford an es¬ 
timated $30 billion in costs 


related to deadly 2017 and 
2018 wildfires. 

California law makes utili¬ 
ties entirely liable for dam¬ 
age from wildfires sparked 
by their equipment, re¬ 
gardless of whether they 
are found to be negligent. 
The bankruptcy would con¬ 
solidate the victims' law¬ 
suits and could potentially 
leave thousands of wildfire 
victims without compensa¬ 
tion. 

State investigators recently 
found that PG&E equip¬ 
ment did not spark of one 
of the most destructive 
2017 fires, but the cause 
ofthe Paradise wildfire has 
notyet been determined. 


After insurers pay out 
claims, they can try to get 
backthe moneyfrom a util¬ 
ity if it is found atfault. 
Armand Feliciano, vice 
president of the industry 
group, said he hopes the 
bankruptcy process is fair 
to people suffering losses 
and to insurers. 

Regardless of what hap¬ 
pens with PG&E, Califor¬ 
nia's insurers are prepared 
to pay out all the claims, 
most of which were filed by 
residential property owners, 
Lara said. 

'We are confident that the 
insurers have the money to 
make sure that we make 
people whole," Lara said.Q

IDS ANGELES (AP) — C rime 
isdown in every category in 
LosAngelesand homicides 
are at their second lowest 
in more than 50 years, the 
city's mayor and police 
chief announced Monday. 
At 259, homicides in the na¬ 
tion's second-largest city 
fell 8.2 percent last year, 
while rapes were down 
12.4 percent, gang crimes 
decreased by 8 percent 
and property crime went 
down 2 percent, Mayor 
Eric Garcettisaid at a news 
conference . 

"It'spretty remarkable,"said 
Garcetti, a Democrat who 
is considering running for 
president. 

'This is one of the safest 
times to live in Los Angeles 
in a II of our history," said Los 
Angeles police Chief Mi¬ 
chel Moore, who became 
chief last year. 

In 1992, when murders 
peaked in Los Angeles 
during the crack cocaine 
epidemic, there were 1,092 
homic ides 

Garcetti and Moore both 
compared last yearis statis¬ 
tics to those from the 1990s 


Violent crime is down 67 
percent and property 
crime is down 60 percent 
sine e 1992, G a rc etti sa id. 
Moore also pointed out 
that the 1,008 shooting vic¬ 
tims in 2018 were 48 fewer 
than 2017, 169 fewer from 
2016 and 900 fewer than in 
2007. 

They credited increased 
diversity of officers, more 
street patrols and gang in¬ 
tervention forthe drops 


Garcetti said the drop is 
noteworthy considering Los 
Angeles' growing popula¬ 
tion. He also pointed out 
thatsome ofthe otherlang- 
est cities in the U.S. saw 
more homicides than Los 
Angeles in 2018. 

New York had 289, Chi¬ 
cago had more than 530, 
Houston had at least 279, 
and Philadelphia more 
tha n 350. 

Moore emphasized the 


continued need for gang 
intervention, pointing out 
that 50 percent of all ho¬ 
micides in Los Angeles are 
gang-re la ted. 

He also said too many 
homeless people, near¬ 
ly 3,000, were victims of 
c rimes in 2018, c a Ming it 'the 
humanitarian crisis of our 
generation." 

Garcetti and Moore also 
addressed a report by The 
Los Angeles Times that 
found LAPD's elite Metro¬ 
politan division dispropor¬ 
tionately stopped black 
drivers. 

Garcetti said the report is 
"deeply concerning" and 
he's asked fora further re¬ 
view of its findings. 

"I want us to look carefully 
about how we're polic¬ 
ing Los Angeles," Garcetti 
said, adding that audits of 
the department's gang en¬ 
forcement and metro divi- 
sionsare underway. 

"We'll get information in¬ 
stead of having specula¬ 
tion," he said. 

Moore said the depart¬ 
ment doesn't tolerate dis¬ 
crimination and the report 
renews an important ques¬ 
tion about just how the de¬ 


partment's enforcement 
strategies impact the com¬ 
munity. 

But he said he's concerned 
the report was too simplis¬ 
tic and that the incidence 
of violent crime "does 
not strictly follow the pro¬ 
portionality of the ethnic 
makeup of the commu¬ 
nity." 

"Neither should our en¬ 
forcement strategies," he 
said, adding that the de¬ 
partment is foe used on de- 
escalation and outreach. 
"Critically important is that 
the communities of South 
Los Angeles and particu¬ 
larly the African American 
community have confi¬ 
dence that this depart¬ 
ment's efforts are genuine 
and intended to save lives." 
He said the department 
has had 11 fewer officer- 
involved shootings in 2018 
and forthe first time began 
regularly releasing body 
camera footage of such 
incidents.

— Officials with the pow¬ 
erful political network led 
by conservative billionaire 
Charles Koch said Monday 
that they are promoting a 
state-level education strat¬ 
egy thatthey hope educa¬ 
tors and teachers unions 
will support. 


The Koch network is launch¬ 
ing a new group next mo nth 
that will focus on 15 million 
kindergarten through nth- 
grade students in five un¬ 
named states, chairman 
Brian Hooks said. 

Hooks didn't give details 
on the policy priorities but 
said the initiative will focus 
on curriculum, technology 
and uniting a broad coali¬ 


tion that will include out¬ 
reach to teachers. 

"It includes investments in 
curriculum to better sup¬ 
port teachersand students, 
new technology to help 
families find the right op¬ 
tions for their kids, and in 
public policy reforms that 
begin to get at the root 
causes and not just the 
symptoms of the challeng¬ 
es we see in the education 
system today," Hooks said. 
The announcement was 
made during a private re¬ 
treat for wealthy donors 
who have committed to 
giving at least $100,000 
annually to the sprawling 
Koch network of political, 
policy, educational and 
philanthropic organiza¬ 
tions. 

The Koch education effort 
follows a national educa- 
torsuprising that began last 
yea rover tea cher pay and 
classroom conditions and 
escalated to major teach¬ 
er strikes that shut down 


schools in multiple states. 
Los Angeles teachers in 
the nation's second-larg¬ 
est school district recent¬ 
ly reached a deal, and 
teachers in Denver have 
plans to strike. 

'They're expressing legiti¬ 
mate concerns, but the 
current approach means 
that nobody wins, so they 
need better options," 
Hooks said. "And we see an 
opportunity to come into 
this conversation and really 
shake things up." 

Longtime Koch network 
donor Frank Baxter, a for¬ 
mer charter school ex¬ 
ecutive in California, said 
he was thrilled the orga¬ 
nization was digging into 
K-12 issues He said private 
school scholarships, charter 
schools and online learn¬ 
ing could be important 
avenues to reform failing 
schools 

"We're just beginning to 
evolve to work on K-12 ed¬ 
ucation and trying to pro¬ 


mote good policy but also 
to again unleash entrepre¬ 
neurial ideas throughout 
the community," said Bax¬ 
ter, who is also a retired 
banking executive and 
former U.S. ambassador to 
Uruguay. 

The Koch network said 
school choice will likely be 
one of a dozen or more 
priorities of the new initia¬ 
tive but said it's too early to 
discuss its comprehensive 
policy agenda, which is a 
work in progress. 

National union leaders with 
the National Education 
Association and Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Teach¬ 
ers couldn't immediately 
be reached for comment. 
Some teachers have in 
recent years been vocal 
about rejecting the money 
and influence of billionaire 
philanthropists in the edu¬ 
cation system, especially 
when it comes to steering 
public money toward pri¬

Salvadoran accused of 4 Nevada 
killings woiked for 2 victims

19-ye a r-o Id Sa Iva d o ra n 
man facing murdercharg- 
es in four killings over a 
six-day span in Nevada 
worked lastyearasa land¬ 
scaper at the home of a 
Reno couple he's accused 
of killing, using a gun that 
he stole from their property, 
authorities said. 

Wilber Ernesto Martinez- 
Guzman told investiga¬ 
tors he used a .22-caliber 
revolver stolen less than 
two weeks earlier from the 
property of Sharon and 
Gerald David to kill them 
Jan. 16. 

'The lady was coming out. 

I got scared and shot at 
her," Martinez-Guzman is 
quoted telling a Washoe 
County detective in an 
affidavit filed in Reno on 
Monday. It alleged that he 
broke into "outbuildings"on 
the sprawling David prop¬ 
erty on Jan. 3 and Jan. 4 
and made offwith a cache 
of rifles and the handgun. 
Martinez-Guzman had 
worked fora landscaping 
company at the Davids' 
property for four months, 
ending last July. It was not 
immediately clearif the job 
linked him to two women 


he is accused of killing in 
nearby G and nerville. 

The document was used 
to obtain an arrest war¬ 
rant for Martinez-Guzman, 
who was a nested Jan. 19 
in Carson City and is jailed 
there on changes that he 
possessed weapons and 
other items stolen from the 
Davidsand sold jewelry be¬ 
longing to Gerald David 
and another victim. 
Martinez-Guzman admit¬ 
ted also killing Gerald Da¬ 
vid, and the affidavit al¬ 
leges that his DNA was 
found on the .22-caliber 
gun also used to kill Connie 
Koontzand Sophia Renken 
in their homes. Koontz was 
found dead Jan. 10. Ren- 
ken's body was found Jan. 
13. 

The Davidswere prominent 
Reno Rodeo Association 
members, and Martinez- 
Guzman isaccused of pos¬ 
sessing several Western- 
style belt buckles bearing 
their names stolen from 
their home. 

Someone using an Apple 
account belonging to 
Martinez-Guzman's mother 
tried to activate an Apple 
watch stolen from Koontz, 
the affidavit said. 

The mother, identified in 
the affidavit as Sonia Guz¬ 
man, hasn't been changed 


with a crime but was ques¬ 
tioned by immigration au¬ 
thorities following her son's 
arrest and was given a 
hearing date, Carson City 
Sheriff Ken Furlong said. 

She was the registered 
owner of a 2006 BMW 325i 
that Martinez-Guzman was 
driving when he was arrest¬ 
ed, and in which authorities 
say they found the murder 
weapon. 

The .22-caliber revolver 
was recovered from the 
car, and the affidavit said 
a .22-caliber bullet with 
DNA matching Martinez- 
Guzman wasfound on the 
kitchen floor at the David 
home. 

Douglas County District At¬ 
torney Mark Jackson told 
reporters Monday that in¬ 
vestigators in Douglas and 
Washoe counties had "a 
high level of confidence" 
that Martinez-Guzman act¬ 
ed alone in the killings.

Houston police say 5 
officers injured in shooting 


HOUSTON (AP) — Five 
Houston officers were in¬ 
jured in a shooting Monday 
in an incident involving a 
suspect and taken to a 
hospital, police said. 
Houston police tweeted 
the officers were "struck 
with gunfire following an 
encounter with a suspect" 
Monday afternoon in a 
neighborhood in southeast 
Houston. 

Joe Gamaldi, president 
of the Houston Police Of¬ 
ficers' Union, tweeted that 
two officers were in critical 
condition and the other 
three in stable condition at 
Memorial Hermann-Texas 
Medical Center in Houston. 
One of the officers was 
transported to the hospi¬ 
tal by helicopter, Gamaldi 
said. "Please keep them 
and their families in your 
thoughts and prayers," he 
said. 

A suspect was dead atthe 


scene and SWAT officers 
were working to make sure 
no one else was inside the 
building where the shoot¬ 
ing took place, police said.

(AP) — Pope Francis is rul¬ 
ing out any lifting of the 
celibacy requirement for 
priests but says there's rea¬ 
son to consider ordaining 
older, married men in re¬ 
mote communities where 
priests a re in short supply. 
Francis said he believes 
priestly celibacy is a gift for 
the Catholic Church and 
opposesa blanket change 
to make it optional. But he 
said "pastoral necessity" 
might justify alternative op¬ 
tions in certain parts of the 
world. 

"I think the problem should 
be opened in this sense: 
Where there's a pastoral 
problem because of a lack 
of priests," he said. "I'm not 
saying it should be done, 
because I have n't reflected 


orprayed enough about it. 
But theologians must study 
it." 

Francis' comments, to re¬ 
porters on the way home 
Sunday from Panama, 


open the way for discussion 
about celibacy in the run¬ 
up to a big meeting of bish- 
opsfrom the Amazon atthe 
Vatican in October. Brazil's 
bishops have long pushed 


for the church to consider 
ordaining so-called viri pro- 
bati, older married men of 
proven virtue, to minister in 
remote parts of the Ama¬ 
zon where the faithful can 
go weeks or months with¬ 
out Mass and evangelical 
and Pentecostal churches 
are making inroadsasa re¬ 
sult. 

Francis was asked about 
the possibility that the Latin 
Rite church might follow 
the Eastern rite Catholic 
Church, where married 
men can be ordained. He 
ruled out an across-the- 
board opening, repeating 
a famous phrase by Pope 
Paul VI, who wasalso under 
pressure in the sexual revo¬ 
lution of the 1960s to allow 
married priests. "I'd rather 
give my life before chang¬ 
ing the law on celibacy," 


Fra nc is sa id. 

Ihe celibacy question has 
been a mainstay in Catho¬ 
lic debate given it is a dis¬ 
cipline, not a doctrine, and 
therefore can change. Ihe 
church has had the tradi¬ 
tion since the 11th century, 
imposed part to spare the 
church the financial bur¬ 
dens of providing for large 
families and to ensure that 
any assets of the priest 
would pass to the church, 
not his heirs. 

Proponents of a relaxation 
of the rule say more men 
would consider a vocation 
to the priesthood if they 
could marry, a surefire fix to 
the decline in priests glob¬ 
ally. 

More recently, the issue has 
made headlinesin the con¬ 
text of the sex abuse scan- 
dal. □

ROME (AP) — Italy has de¬ 
cided to ask the European 
human rights court to rule 
that the Netherlands must 
deal with a Dutch-flagged 


migrant rescue boat 
stranded off Sicily. 

The Italian premier's office 
said Monday night that 
on Tuesday it will ask the 
France-based court to de¬ 


cide that the Dutch have 
jurisdiction. Italy won't let 
the Sea-Watch 3disembark 
the 47 migrants because 
the populist government's 
anti-migrant policy forbids 
humanitarian boats which 
rescue migrants in the wa- 
tensoff Libya to enterltalian 
ports and disembark those 
they save from foundering 
smugglers' boats. 

A statement from the pre¬ 
mier's office said the cap¬ 
tain of Sea-Watch 3, which 
rescued the migrants on 
J an. 19, along with the head 
ofthe humanitarian mission 
of the German NGO have 
brought the boat's plight to 
the attention ofthe court in 
Strasbourg. 

It wasn't immediately clear 
if the court has agreed to 
hear any case about Sea- 
Watch 3. 


The government on Tues¬ 
day "will affirm that it's not 
Italy that must respond in 
this case in the light of na¬ 
tional and international 
law." 

The statement said the 
boat boldly put at risk 
the lives of the migrants 
aboard when, in agitated 
waters, it did n't seek shelter 
about 40 nautical miles(46 
statute miles) away on the 
Tunisian coast last week, 
but instead sailed farther 
toward Italy. 

Italy, should the Nether¬ 
lands'jurisdiction be recog¬ 
nized by the court, would 
offer to set up a kind of 
"humanitarian conidori' to 
transferthe migrants to that 
country.ltalian news reports 
have said Dutch authorities 
contend it doesn't intend 
to ta ke the mig ra nts. 


Sea-Watch 3's plight is the 
latest in several cases of 
migrants stuck for days 
aboard rescuevesselssince 
Premier Giuseppe Conte's 
government began in J une 
with a pledge to drasti¬ 
cally reduce the numbers 
of rescued migrants reach¬ 
ing Italian shores. About

Much of the business world 
saysa no-deal Brexit would 
cause economic chaos 
by eliminating existing EU 
trade agreements and 
imposing tariffs, customs 
checks and other barriers 
between the U.K. and its 
main export market. 

Chief executives of fast- 
food company McDonald's 


and supermarket chains 
Sainsbury's and Waitrose 
were among signatories to 
a letterto lawmakers warn¬ 
ing of "sign ific ant disruption" 
if the U.K. leaves without a 
deal, given that nearly a 
third of Britain's food comes 


from the EU. 

"While we have been work¬ 
ing closely with our suppli¬ 
ers on contingency plans 
it is not possible to mitigate 
all the risks to our supply 
chains," said the retailers, 
who urged lawmakers to 


avoid a no-deal departure. 
'We anticipate significant 
risks to maintaining the 
choice, quality and durabil¬ 
ity of food that our custom¬ 
ers have come to expectin 
ourstores,"they added. 
May says she wantsa deal, 


and insists her agreement 
can still win Parliament's 
backing, if it is tweaked to 
alleviate concemsabouta 
provision over the Irish bor¬ 
der. 

The government hopes to 
bring the deal back for a 
new vote in Parliament in 
February. 

The bordermeasure, known 
as the backstop, would 
keep the U.K. in a customs 
union with the EU in order 
to remove the need for 
checks along the frontier 
between the U.K.'s North¬ 
ern Ireland and EU member 
Ireland after Britain leaves 
the bloc. 

That border is crucial to the 
divorce deal because it 
will be the only land fron¬ 
tier between the U.K. and 
the EU after Brexit.

'that if there were all of a 
sudden clarity and peace 
in trade relations between 


the U.S. and China, much 
of the slowdown would 
probably wash out." 

The eurozone's impetus 


from trade has sagged, 
even asdomestic demand 
is helped by falling unem¬ 
ployment and rising wage. 


U.S. and Chinese officials 
are to meet this week for 
trade talksthat could stave 
off further hikes in punitive 


tariffs imposed by both 
sides. 

Draghi said issues cloud¬ 
ing the outlook were anxi¬ 
ety about Brexit and the 
slowdown in China, though 
Draghi added thatthe ECB 
was confident that the Chi¬ 
nese government was'tak¬ 
ing appropriate actions 
there." 

Economic growth in Eu¬ 
rope slowed in the last half 
of 2018 and indicators at 
the start of this year have 
been weak against the 
background of concerns 
about slackening global 
trade and unsettling swings 
in stock prices.

Negotiatorsforthe U.S. and 
the Taliban insurgents have 
reached "agreements in 
principle" on key issues for 
a peace deal that would 
end 17 years of war in Af¬ 
ghanistan, the top U.S. en¬ 
voy said Monday. 

The statement by U.S. en¬ 
voy Slmay Khalilzad fol¬ 
lowed six days of talks last 
week with the Taliban in 
Qatar, where he urged the 
Islamic insurgent group to 
enter into direct negotia¬ 
tions with the government 
of Afghan President Ashraf 
Ghani. 

Ghani on Monday assured 
Afghans that their rig htswill 
not be compromised in the 
name of peace with the 
Taliban, who have been 
staging near-daily attacks 
against Afghan forces, 
causing scores of casual- 
tiesevery week. Theiroffen- 
sive has not let up despite 
the severe Afghan winter 
and the insurgents now 
hold sway over nearly half 
of the country. 

Khalilzad said in an inter¬ 
view with The New York 
Timesthatan agreement in 
principle was reached with 
the Taliban on the frame¬ 
work of a peace deal 
"which still hasto be fleshed 
out" that will see the insur¬ 
gents commit to guaran¬ 
teeing that Afghan territory 
is not used as a "platform 


for international terrorist 
groups or individuals" 

He said the deal could 
lead to a full pullout of U.S. 
troopsin return fora cease¬ 
fire and Taliban talks with 
the Afghan government. 

In hisstatement released by 
the U.S. Embassy, Khalilzad 
said, 'We made progress 
on vital issues in our discus- 
sionsand agreed to agree- 
mentsin principle on a cou¬ 
ple of very important issues. 
'There is a lot more work to 
be done before we can 
say we have succeeded in 
our efforts but I believe for 


the first time I can say that 
we have made significant 
progress,"he said. 

Acting Defense Secretary 
Patrick Shanahan said he 
has been briefed on the 
talks and described them 
as encouraging, but he 
also told reporters that the 
department has not been 
directed to prepare for 
a full withdrawal from Af¬ 
ghanistan. 

Speaking before a meet¬ 
ing at the Pentagon with 
Shanahan, NATO Secretary 
General Jens Stoltenbeng 
said any discussion about 
the withdrawal of NATO 
forces from Afghanistan 
would be premature. He 
said Khalilzad had briefed 
NATO allies on the talks 
weeksago. 

'We are in Afghanistan to 
create the conditions for a 
peaceful negotiated solu¬ 
tion," Stoltenbeng said. We 
will not stay longer than 
necessary, but we will not 
leave before we have a 
situation that enables us to 
leave or reduce the num¬ 
ber of troops without jeop¬ 
ardizing the main goal of 
ourpresence and that is to 
prevent Afghanistan from 
becoming a safe haven for 
international terrorists once 
again." 

He added that he believes 
it's too soon to speculate 
on withdrawal because 
"what we have to do now is 


to support the efforts to try 
to find a peaceful solution. 
We strongly support those 
efforts" 

Ghani sought to assure Af¬ 
ghans that no deals would 
be made without Kabul's 
awareness and full partici¬ 
pation. 

"Our commitment is to pro¬ 
vide peace and to pre¬ 
vent any possible disaster," 
Ghani said in an address to 
the nation. 'There are val- 
uesthatare not disputable, 
such as national unity, na¬ 
tional sovereignty and ter¬ 
ritorial integrity." 

Ghani's office said he and 
Khalilzad met late Sunday 
in Kabul to discuss details 
from the talks. 

Khalilzad's statement em¬ 
phasized the inclusion of 
the Afghan government in 
the ta Iks. 

'There is a false narrative 
that Afghans are not in¬ 
cluded. That is not true. The 
Afghan voice is there," he 
said. 'We are working to- 
getherto get to a compre¬ 
hensive cease-fire. We are 
working with the Afghan 
government, with interna¬ 
tional partners, to find im¬ 
plementing mechanisms to 
reach these goals." 
Khalilzad has met with the 
Taliban on a numberof oc¬ 
casions in recent months in 
the latest bid to end Amer¬ 
ica's longest war. The U.S. 
invaded Afghanistan after 


the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
to topple the Taliban, who 
were harboring Osama bin 
Laden and al-Qaida. 

The statement from Ghani's 
office also claimed that the 
Taliban demanded from 
Khalilzad the withdrawal of 
all foreign troops from Af¬ 
ghanistan, but that there 
was also no agreement on 
that issue. 

The statement added that 
Khalilzad has no authority 
to discuss issues such as a 
future Afghan administra¬ 
tion but that his goal is to 
facilitate an intra-Afghan 
dialogue, meaning direct 
talks between the Taliban 
and Kabul. 

Khalilzad had tweeted Sat¬ 
urday a bout progress in the 
talks in Qatar, where the 
insurgents have a political 
office, saying: "Meetings 
here were more productive 
tha n they have been in the 
past." 

'We made significant prog¬ 
ress on vital issues," he 
tweeted, without offering 
details 

Abdul Hakim Mujahid, a 
former Taliban official and 
currently a member of the 
High Peace Council, an 
independent body of cler¬ 
ics and respected Afghan 
figures, said he believes 
the Qatar talks resulted in 
a "good understanding be¬ 
tween both sides" but that 
more discussions a re need¬ 
ed in the coming weeks or 
months. 

"Afghanistan's problem is 
not so simple that it can be 
solved in a day, week or 
month, it needs more time 
and more discussions," Mu¬ 
jahid told The Associated 
Press. The Taliban have in 
the past refused to negoti¬ 
ate directly with Kabul — 
a standing that does not 
appearto have changed. 
They have maintained 
that they are prepared to 
talk with U.S. officials only 
and only a bout the pullout 
of foreign forces from Af- 
ghanistan.Afghan political 
analyst Waheed Muzhda 
says he believes that Khalil¬ 
zad and the Taliban have 
reached agreement on 
both the withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from Afghanistan 
and a cease-fire deal, but

BEIJING (AP) — Prominent 
Chinese human rights law¬ 
yer Wang Quanzhang was 
sentenced to 4% years in 
prison on the charge ofsub- 
version of state powerMon- 
day, more than three years 
after he was detained in a 
sweeping crackdown on 
the legal profession. 

The No. 2 Intermediate 
Court in the northeastern 
city of Tianjin announced 
the sentence in an online 
statement, adding that 
Wang's political rights were 
also being withheld for five 
years. 

Wang's wife, Li Wenzu, told 
The Associated Press she 
is worried about her hus¬ 
band's health while he is 
incarcerated. 

'Wang Quanzhang has 
never committed a crime, 
but they still forcibly 
charged him with a crime," 
Li said. "Ithinkthisisbecause 
he wouldn't compromise 
with them, wouldn't admit 
any crime." 

'So I firmly refuse to recog¬ 
nize oraccept this result," Li 
said. 

Wang was a member of 
the Fengrui law firm that 
was well known for its ad¬ 
vocacy work. As such, he 
pursued land rights cases 


on behalf of poor villagers 
and represented members 
of the banned Falun Gong 
meditation sect. 

Rights groups condemned 
the verdict, with Amnesty 
International China re¬ 
searcher Do riane Lau call¬ 
ing it a "gross injustice." 

"It's outrageous that Wang 
Quanzhang is being pun¬ 
ished for peacefully stand¬ 
ing up for human rights in 
China. He must be imme¬ 
diately and uncondition¬ 


ally released," Lau said in a 
statement. 

Human Rights Watch said 
the sentence made a 
"mockery of the 'rule of 
law'" being championed 
by the ruling Communist 
Party under President XiJ in¬ 
ping. 

"Authorities' treatment of 
him ... is the true metric of 
rule of law in China," the 
group said in a statement. 
Wang was tried in a closed 
hearing last month after 


being held without access 
to his la wyersorfamily since 
2015, when he became 
one of more than 200 legal 
activists detained during a 
crackdown. It wasn't clear 
whether his time in deten¬ 
tion would be counted 
against his sentence. 

The subversion charge is 
only hazily defined, and it 
wasn't clear what specific 
acts Wang had been ac¬ 
cused of committing. The 
authorities regularly try 


people accused of such 
charges behind closed 
doors on the presumption 
that opening them to the 
public might expose state 
secrets — a practice activ¬ 
ists say is a thin excuse fora 
failure to provide solid evi¬ 
dence. 

Trials for rights activists in 
China often draw out over 
years while the accused 
are held under harsh con¬ 
ditions that can endanger 
their health, including fre¬ 
quent accusations of tor¬ 
ture, while being routinely 
denied the right to hire their 
own legal representation 
and receive visits from fam¬ 
ily members. 

China's best-known pris¬ 
oner of conscience, No¬ 
bel Peace Prize winner Liu 
Xiaobo, was serving an 11- 
year sentence for "inciting 
subversion of state power" 
when he died of liver can¬ 
cer in 2017. He helped write 
Charter 08, a manifesto 
calling for political and 
economic liberalization. 
Legal advocacy flour¬ 
ished fora time afterChina 
opened up its society and 
economy in the late 1970s, 
as lawyers defended the 
disenfranchised and con¬ 
tributed to a nascent civil 
societyO 


Thailand suspends patent applications 
for medical marijuana

land's military government 
on Monday suspended the 
licensing of commercial 
marijuana-based products 
for medical use amid con¬ 
cern that foreign pharma¬ 
ceutical companies might 
try to monopolize the mar¬ 
ket. 

Prime Minister Prayuth 
Chan-ocha's decree or¬ 
ders the director of the 
Department of Intellec¬ 


tual Property to invalidate 
all patent applications for 
medical marijuana prod¬ 
ucts, declaring thatforthe 
time being commercial 
productsfrom marijuana or 
having the same molecular 
structure as the plant are 
not supported under intel¬ 
lectual property laws 
The decree says it will re¬ 
main in effect until legisla¬ 
tion on medical marijuana 
comes into force. Parlia¬ 
ment last month legalized 


the regulated use of medi¬ 
cal marijuana but the leg¬ 
islation must be signed by 
King Maha Vajiralongkom 
to become law. At that 
point, new applicationsare 
expected to be allowed 
tha t meet c o nd itio ns spec i- 
fied underthe law. 

The order was issued under 
special powers the military 
government that seized 
power in 2014 gave itself to 
implement laws without ap¬ 
proval from Parliament.^

Julio Menendez, a 33-year- 
old restaurant worker, said 
his neighborhood in Ha¬ 
vana's 10 de Octubre mu¬ 
nicipality looked "like a hor¬ 
ror movie." 

"From one moment to the 
next, we heard a noise like 
an airplane falling out of 
the sky. Ihe first thing I did 
wasgo hug my daughters," 
who are 9 and 12, he told 
Ihe Associated Press. 

Driver Oster Rodriguez said 
that amid a fierce storm, 
what looked like a thick, 
swirling cloud touched 
down in the central plaza 
of the Reparto Modelo 
neighborhood "like a fire¬ 
ball." He saw a bus blown 
over, though he said the 


driverescaped unharmed. 
Miguel Angel Hernandez 
of the Cuban Center for 
Meteorology said the tor¬ 
nado was a Category F3, 
with winds between 155 
and 199milesperhour, pro¬ 
duced when a cold front 
hit Cuba's northern coast. 
Members of the Provincial 
Defense Council of Ha¬ 
vana said 90 homes col¬ 
lapsed completely and 30 


suffered partial collapse. 
More than 200,000 people 
lost water service, largely 
because of powercutsthat 
left pumps out of service. 
Some 100 underground cis¬ 
terns close to the coastal 
section of Havana were 
contaminated by seawa¬ 
ter. 

Three electric substations 
were knocked out by the 
tornado, the strongest to hit 


Cuba since Dec. 26, 1940, 
when a Category F4 torna¬ 
do hit the town of Bejucal, 
in what is now Mayabeque 
province. 

The windows in the seven- 
story Daughters of Galicia 
Hospital in 10 de Octubre 
section were sucked out 
of theirframesby the wind, 
leaving curtains flapping in 
the breeze, and all the pa¬ 
tients, new and expectant 


mothers, had to be evacu¬ 
ated. In the streets, a palm 
tree more than 30 feet (9 
meters) tall had crushed 
a pre-revolutionary Ameri¬ 
can car. 

Some of the heaviest dam¬ 
age from Sunday night's 
rare Havana tornado was 
in the eastern borough of 
Guanabacoa, where the 
apparent twister tore the 
roof off a shelterfordozens 
of homeless families 
Cubans enduring long 
waits for government hous¬ 
ing often live in such multi¬ 
family she Iters for years. 
Marfa Esther Linares, 54, 
was killed while hunting for 
safe shelter after the tor¬ 
nado broke the roof of the 
home where she was living 
with two granddaughters, 
said her grandson, Yoelkis 
Dip. 

Dianabys Bueno, 31, was 
living in the shelter with her 
husband and sonafterthey 
were forced to relocate by 
the collapse of their home 
in Central Havana. Much of 
the housing in Havana is in 
dire condition due to years 
without maintenance, and 
building collapses are rou¬ 
tine even in ordinary storms 
'This ha salready happened 
to us once," Bueno said. 
"I'm notgoing anywhere.'O

— The top U.S. envoy in Ca¬ 
racas has been meeting 
with officials of President 
Nicolas Madura's govern¬ 
ment to try to ease height¬ 
ened tensions, despite the 
two countries having cut 
ties, Venezuela's foreign 
ministersaid Monday. 

In an appearance on 
state TV, Foreign Minister 
J orge Arreaza held up pho¬ 
tos showing U.S. Charge 
d'Affaires J a mes Story and 
a top Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment offic ia I as proof of the 
meetings. 

"We are acting in good 
faith from Venezuela," Ar¬ 
reaza said. 'We aspire to 
see the U.S. also cooperate 
in good faith." 

The two countries broke re¬ 
lations last week after U.S. 
President Donald Trump 
recognized opposition 


lawmaker Juan Guaido 
as Venezuela's legitimate 
leader, even as embattled 
socialist Madura holds the 
reins of power. 

In the ensuing standoff, U.S. 
officials have labeled Mad¬ 
ura a "dictator" and called 


for him to step down, while 
Madura has accused the 
White House of leading a 
coup to overthrow him and 
plunder Venezuela's vast oil 
and gold resources 
Madura recalled Venezue¬ 
lan diplomats from the U.S. 


and ordered all U.S. Embas¬ 
sy staff out of the country, 
but later backtracked to 
try to open a dialogue over 
the issue. 

Arreaza said the meetings 
between Story and Vene¬ 
zuelan government offic ia Is 
happened over four con¬ 
secutive days last week, 
including on Wednesday, 
the day Guaido declared 
himself interim president, 
sparking violentclashesbe- 
tween demonstrators and 
the National Guard. 

The communications are 
aimed atcreating an open 
dialogue between the U.S. 
and Maduro'sgovemment, 
Arreaza said. The U.S. gov¬ 
ernment didn't immedi¬ 
ately confirm whether the 
meetingstook place. 
Opposition supporters have 
launched a campaign to 
lure soldiers, a critical base 
of Madura's hold on power, 


to back Guaido, handing 
out leaflets outlining a pro¬ 
posed lawthatwould grant 
them amnesty for helping 
overthrow the president. 

So far, it appears to have 
had little sway, but at least 
two Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment officials in the U.S. 
have abandoned Madura. 
Venezuela's military atta¬ 
che in Washington, Col. 
Jose Luis Silva, said Sat¬ 
urday that he broke with 
Madura. 

Consular officer Scarlet 
Salazar at the Venezuelan 
Consulate in Miami issued 
a videotaped statement 
Monday, throwing her sup¬ 
port behind Guaido. She 
said she's living up to her 
constitutional duty as a ca- 
reerdiplomat. 

'This is our country's mo¬ 
ment," Salazar said, urging 
others to follow. "Let's sup¬ 
port the Venezuela ns.'□

Yes! There is a very interesting story concerning Aruba's coastal and 
inland Mangrove Forests and other ecosystems As time passes by, 
slowly but steadily sea levels keep on the rise, when mega only lived 
on, in ancient stories that children love to hear. Now that big animals 
had disappeared completely from the hunting scene for the archaic 
other groups already started to exploitand developed a different life 
style. 



Pic. 1A total mangrove reforestation took place atthissite since a sewage purifi¬ 
cation plant was installed atRaridetenbos. 

Mangnovescovened the leeward side ofthe island and the cay'sopposite 
the lagoon almost completely from South- East to North -West by 2800 BC 
to 200 AD. These first primitive aboriginesdenominated asarchaic settlers 
did not masterceramic art and did not practiced organized agricultural 
techniques. Howeverthey must have observed that new plantscould be 
grown out of seeds. This raisesthe assumption that presumably this wave of 
Paleo globetrotters we re thatdispersed manyseedsand plants wherever 
they believed they could ever return. The reason to import floral varieties 
notpresentatthe time must have played also a vital role in theireconomy 
forsome of these groups of hunters and gatherers. Soon they realized that 
the presence of these lush mangrove forests, were of utmost importance 
as a method of a sustainable livelihood, where food and many source 
were in abundance.

Harvesting all what these ecosys¬ 
tems could have offered to small 
groups of individuals who settled 
all along the coastal areas was a 
way of life for many generations. 
The balance rested in cultural dy¬ 
namics versus total island popu¬ 
lation in a particular moment in 
time. Having such wildlife habitat 
on hand was a reason enough to 
extend and prolong permanence 
on the island. Mangrove eco sys¬ 
tems provided fish, shell animals, 
and game all year long. Most of 
their tools used where made from 
stone -artifacts like mortar, metal 
a nd a xes. They a Iso a p p lied c utting 
tools made out of shells or flint that 
where knapped to obtain a fine 
and sharp cutting edge. 


Otherfood sourcesand theirhabi- 
tatsuch as savannas, open coun¬ 
try, grasslands and hill sides. Here 
is where many different cactus 
figs could be picked. Caribbean 
cherries and berries, sea grapes, 
guava, annonas, sapodilla, que- 
nepa and papaya were among 
the sweetest fruits to recollec¬ 
tion close to dry river beds and in 
to more humid soils. Bromeliads, 
agaves, wild herbs, certain roots 
and grasses where part of paleo 
vegetal menu. 

There were also placesthatcould 
resemble tropical rain forests 
with blooming orchids, bromeli¬ 
ads, lichens and mosses. Many 
birds and different animals had 
made this zone their home and 
for the hunter a place to obtain 
medicine, tea, food and feather. 
There were also Kwihi or Aruban 
Mesquite forests, which were very 
cool in hotdaysand pitch darkat 
night. Chronicles of a Dutch-Ger¬ 
man expedition recollecting all 
kindsof stuff of the island in during 
anl885 hike. Here they mention 
that they had walked for hours 
through a forest of big Kwihi trees. 
Only in very few can still find one 
of these native gia nt majestic trees 
ever stood have survived the de¬ 
forestation which took place on 
this this island since colonial times 
forall kindsof reasons, to give you 
an idea how green the island was 
in Paleo times from the coming of 
the Europea ns until now. 

But let's get back to the Paleo¬ 
lithic era where otherzonesofthe 
island offered fair places to live. 
Placeswhere it was relatively easy 


to obtain what to hunt fish or pick 
and safe shelters like the North 
side caves and bocas, a word in 
Papiamento meaning mouth for 
small inlets. Where small beaches 
had formed due to millionsofyears 
that rain waterran off. Thiscarved 
out the coral cost in such a way 
that it gave access to the ocean. 
Hutsorbranch shelterswere prac¬ 
tically easy to build however for 
more permanent shelters; the 
many d io rite boulders all over the 
island were the preferred places 
These boulders where covered 
with vegetation and when agave 
flower stacks where placed in a 
row next to each other against 
these big stone blocks, a very 
comfortable dwelling could be 
build, habitats where archaeolo¬ 
gist had found remnants of these 
old settlements and what they 
had uncovered isforthe nextand 
last episode of the Aruban Stone 
Age nomads also known as the 
Ciboney.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Six 

days before the Super 
Bowl, the court battle has 
begun in a longshot law¬ 
suit seeking a possible do- 
overofthe NFC game that 
ended with a Los Angeles 
Rams victory over the New 
Orleans Saints, a game af¬ 
fected by what the NFL 
concedes was a blown 
"no-call" by officials. 

A Monday hearing in fed¬ 
eral court did not result 
in an immediate ruling. It 
dealt largely with a jurisdic¬ 
tional question. 

The two Saints season 
ticket holders who filed 
the lawsuit want it heard 
in state court in New Or¬ 
leans. The NFL filed to have 
it heard in federal court, 
where U.S. District Judge 
Susie Morgan heard initial 
arguments at midday. She 
was expected to meet 
with attorneys on both 
sides again in the evening 
and it was unclear when 
the jurisdictional issue, or 
the case itself, would be 
resolved. 

Officials failed to call inter¬ 
ference or roughness pen¬ 
alties when a Rams player 
leveled a Saints receiver 
with a helmet-to-helmethit 
at a crucial point in the in 
the final minutes of regu¬ 
lation time. The Rams won 
the Jan. 20 game in over¬ 
time and are set to play 
the New England Patriots 
in Sunday's Super Bowl.

Australian Open 
champ Osaka is Asia's 
1st No. 1 in tennis 


MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 

— Australian Open cham¬ 
pion Naomi Osaka is the 
first player from Asia to 
top the men's or women's 
tennis rankings — and the 
youngest woman to make 
her debut at No. 1 in nine 
years. 

"I feel like I'm literally just still 
learning," the 21-year-old 
Osaka said. "Everyone kind 
of adjusts to being No. 1 in 
a different way." 

Simona Halep's 48-week 
stay atop the WTA rankings 
ended Monday as she slid 
to No. 3aftera fourth-round 
loss to Serena Williams, one 
yea rafter getting to the fi¬ 
nal at Melbourne Park. 

'The main goal is just to 
play as good as I can ev¬ 
ery match, to win every 
match I play, so the rank¬ 
ing doesn't really matter," 
Halep said. 

Halep said the year-end 
ranking is what is "more im¬ 
portant" than where things 
stand now, "so I will not 
stress myself a bout this." 
Osaka's second consecu¬ 
tive major title, following 
her success at the U.S. 
Open last year, helped her 
rise three spots. 

She was bom in J apan — 
her mother is Japanese, 
her father is Haitian — and 
moved to the United States 
when she was 3. She has 
dual citizenship and now is 
based in Florida. 

Osaka is the youngest 
woman to reach the top 


since 2010, when Caroline 
Wozniacki did it at 20. 
"People were talking about 
(me) being No. 1 if I win this 
tournament. I was able to 
accomplish that," Osaka 
said. "But the ranking was 
never my real goal. It was 
just to win this tournament." 
The runner-up at Mel¬ 
bourne Park, Petra Kvitova, 
jumped from No. 6to No. 2. 
Sloane Stephens is No. 4, 
and Karolina Pliskova went 
from No. 8 to No. 5. 

Williams missed the 2018 
tournament after having a 
baby; her quarterfinal run 
thistime pushed her up five 
placesto No. 11. 

Surprise semifinalist Danielle 
Collins, a 25-year-old from 
Florida, climbed from No. 
35 to No. 23. The woman 
she upset in the fourthv 
round, three-time major 
champion Angelique Ker- 
ber, dropped from No. 2 to 
No. 6. 

Novak Djokovic's record 
seventh Australian Open 
title allowed him to stay at 
No. 1 in the ATP rankings, 
and Rafael Nadal's runner- 
up showing kept him at No. 
2 . 

But2017-18champion Rog¬ 
er Federer's fourth-round 
exit took him from No. 3 
down to No. 6. 

"The player who beat Fe- 
d e re r, 20-ye a r-o Id Stefa no s 
Tsitsipas of Greece, turned 
his first run to a Grand Slam 
semifinal into a career-best 
ranking of No. 120

'Why not? 1 Djokovic, coach 
eye Nadal, Federertotals

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 

— Novak Djokovic sounds 
like a man ready to em¬ 
brace the chase. 

Already at 15 Grand Slam 
titles, Djokovic is now only 
two majors behind Rafael 
Nadal's total of 17, and 
five shy of Roger Federer's 
men's record of 20. 

So a day after winning 
the Australian Open for his 
third Slam trophy in a row, 
Djokovic was asked about 
whether he is pursuing 
them. 

It's the sort of thing some 
athletes— including Nadal, 
repeatedly, over the years 

— downplay or try to de¬ 
flect entirely. Not Djokovic. 
He's owning this. 

'Well, if I'm still playing and 
winning Slams, I think it's 
logical to conclude that 
I am," he said at a photo 
shoot Monday. "I'm blessed 
to be able to win 15.1 know 
there are two guys ahead 
of me now, in the history of 
the most Slams won, but I 
still have time. I'm not rush¬ 
ing." 

That's his team's theme. 

Late Sunday night at Mel¬ 
bourne Park, Djokovic's 
coach, Marian Vajda, 
couldn't stop smiling as he 
dissected the unbelievably 
lopsided 6-3, 6-2, 6-3 victory 


over Nadal in the final — 
and its larger significance. 
Yes, Vajda said, a record 
seventh championship in 
Australia means a lot. But 
he was interested in dis¬ 
cussing a different tally. 
"More important is the oth- 
ernumberthat he'sgetting 
up to, 15. It's an incredible, 
incredible number. I don't 
want to go too far, but 
he's in a very good position 
now for going for a little 
bit more," Vajda said. "But 
20 is still far away. A lot of 
things can happen. At the 
moment, Novak feels re¬ 
ally good about reaching, 
maybe, another Grand 
Slam victory." 

J ust one more? 

'Yes, one more,"Vajda said 
with a hearty laugh, his 
voice rising as he fiddled 
with his tournament ac¬ 
creditation pass. "And then 
one more. And then one 
more. And then one more! 
One by one. 

Absolutely, his long-term 
goal is to reach Rafa's 
number and, if it's possible 
— and his age allows it — 
Roger's. Why not?" 

A year removed from sur¬ 
gery to his right elbow, 
Djokovic is pain-free, 
ranked No. 1 and, perhaps, 
better than ever. 

The near-perfection with 
which he won his last two 


matches—a combined 58 
winnersand 14unforeed er¬ 
rors in his semifinal and final 
— was something Djokovic 
termed "pleasantly surpris- 
ing"and Nadal considered 
'the highest level possible." 
Against Nadal, who hadn't 
dropped a set in the tour¬ 
nament ora service game 
since the first round, Djokov¬ 
ic managed five breaks 
He also won 25 of the first 
26 points he served. 

"During the whole match, 
Novak was very disci¬ 
plined," was Vajda's assess¬ 
ment. "He had so many ups 
He didn't have any downs" 
And so it is that everything 
seems in play at the mo¬ 
ment for Djokovic. 

Four major titles in a row, 
something he already ac¬ 
complished from 2015-16: 
Why not? 

A calendar-year Grand 
Slam, something no man 
has done since Rod Laver 
in 1969: Why not? 

Catching up to, and even¬ 
tually surpassing, Nadal 
and Federen Why not? 
When Djokovic's childhood 
idol, Pete Sampras, won the 
2002 U.S. Open by beating 
his greatest rival, Andre 
Agassi, in the final, it raised 
hisGrand Slamcountto 14. 
At that point, no other man 
in the sport's history had 
more than 120

Anthony Davis wants out of 
New Orleans. 

And the NBA might soon 
see a blockbuster trade to 
come together. 

The five-time All-Star has 
told the Pelicans that he 
wants to be traded to a 
championship-contending 
team and will not sign an 
extension with New Or¬ 
leans, agent Rich Paul told 
The Associated Press on 
Monday. 

ESPN first reported Davis' 
demand to be traded to a 
contender. Itisa move that 
will resonate around the 
league, one that will have 
most — if not all — teams 
trying to see how they 
can put together a pack¬ 
age good enough for the 
Pelicans to send Davis their 
way. 

Davis is having the best 
season of his career, aver¬ 
aging 29.3 points and 13.3 
rebounds per game. He'll 
almost certainly become 
a six-time All-Star later this 
week when the NBA an¬ 
nounces the full rosters for 
this year's game that will be 
played Feb. 17 in Charlotte. 
Now it's unclear if Davis 
will be there as a member 
of the Pelicans or not. The 
trade deadline is Feb. 7. 
Davis was at the Pelicans' 
training headquartersMon- 
day, wearing team gear, 
working out and getting 
treatment on the sprained 
left index finger that has 
sidelined him four games 
He declined through a 
team spokesman to speak 
with reporters, but coach 
Alvin Gentry said after 
practice that the team un¬ 
derstands that Davis' deci¬ 



sion is "pa rt of the business." 
"He plans on playing out 
the season," Gentry said. 
"A.D. is a professional guy 
and he's going to play as 
hard as he can once he 
gets well and we're going 
to do the best we can to 
try put our team in position 
to win games 
"We're going to do every¬ 
thing we can to do what's 
bestforthe franchise." 
Gentry declined saywheth- 
er Davis might be traded 
this season or later. There 
was no immediate com¬ 
ment from general manag¬ 
er Dell Demps, ownership 
or anyone else in the front 
office. 

Guard J rue Holiday said 
Davis has been "like a 
brother' 1 to him and is '90 
percent" of the reason he 
decided two summers ago 
to sign a five-year, $126 mil¬ 
lion contract to remain in 
New Orleans. 

"It's the business basket¬ 
ball," Holiday said, recalling 
his own trade from Phila¬ 
delphia to New Orleans in 
2013. Holiday said "it felt 
like everything was close" 
in Philadelphia, "and all 
of a sudden, everybody's 
gone. ... I feel like you kind 
of have to be able to roll 
with the punches, be able 
to adapt and from there 
play ashard asyou can." 
Holiday said attracting 


players to a relatively small 
market like New Orleans 
when a player of Davis' 
caliberwantsout "can defi¬ 
nitely be hard ... but I feel 
like people know our style, 
the way we playand ifthey 
want to be a part of that 
then they'll come." 

The Pelicans next playTues- 
day at Houston. 

In Indianapolis, where 
Golden State was play¬ 
ing the Pacers on Monday 
night, the Warriors' Kevin 
Durant supported Davis' 
trade demand. 

"It's not like the president is 
shutting down the govern¬ 
ment. It's just basketball," 
Durant said. "As players, we 
want guys to do exactly 
what they want to do in this 
league. They have a short 
amount of time. So why not 
do what you want?" 

Davis'future has long been 
in question. He's an elite 
superstar on a team that 
hasn't gotten past the sec¬ 
ond round of the playoffs 
since he's been in New 
Orleans — and in four of 
his first six full seasons, the 
Pelicans didn't qualify for 
the postseason at all. They 
entered Monday 13th in 
the Western Conference 
standings, six games out of 
the final playoff spot with 
32 games remaining. 

His telling New Orleans that 
he wants out is the latest

powermove bya starplay- 
er who wants to get trad¬ 
ed, following a path now 
similarto what Kawhi Leon¬ 
ard did when he wanted to 
be traded by San Antonio 
and what Paul George did 
when he decided it was 
time to move on from In¬ 
diana. Telling the Pelicans 
that he won't re-sign with 
them provides a blunt mes¬ 
sage: Move me, or lose me 
for nothing. 

But New Orleans, which 
controls Davis' contract 
through the 2019-20 sea¬ 
son, had been steadfast for 
months, saying it had said 
they had no desire to move 
their best player, who is in 
line to sign a $240 million, 
five-yearextension in 2020. 
Trade chatter has ramped 
up this season, especially 
after Los Angeles Lakers All- 
Star LeBron J ames — who 
is represented by Paul, just 
as Davis is — included the 
New Orleans star on a list of 
players that he would love 
to play with. James' com¬ 
ments were construed in 
some circles as campaign¬ 
ing for Da vis. 

Boston would almost cer¬ 
tainly be a place that 
makes sense; the Celtics 
are a contenderand have 
more than enough assets 
to make a good deal for 
New Orleans. But the Celt¬ 
ics cannot trade for Davis 


under NBA rules until July 
1, unless they also trade 
away Kyrie Irving — which 
likely won't happen. Irving is 
a factor because of what's 
known asthe Rose Rule, the 
one that says NBA teams 
cannot trade for more than 
one player who has signed 
an extension. 

The Celticscould sign Irving 
in July and then trade for 
Davis But until then, un¬ 
less they move Irving, Davis 
won't be in Boston. 

That would pointto the Lak- 
ersasanotherpossible des¬ 
tination fora trade.The Lak¬ 
ers, right now, aren't neces¬ 
sarily a contender.

"The lawsuit by two Saints 
season ticket holders, Tom¬ 
my Badeaux and Candis 
Lambert, says NFL Com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell 
should implementa league 
rule — Rule 17 — governing 
"extraordinarily unfairacts." 
Remedies include reversal 
of a game's result orthe re¬ 
scheduling of a game — in 
its entirety or from the point 
when the act occurred. 

NFL lawyers say the lawsuit 
belongsin federal court for 
reasons including the pos¬ 
sible scope. 

Ihey argued that the suit 
takes the form of a class 
action that could mean 
millions of dollars in dam¬ 
ages for Saints ticket hold¬ 
ers and others in what the 
suit calls 'the Who Dat Na¬ 
tion," a reference to Saints 
fans and a popular team 
cheer. 

Attorney Frank D'Amico, 
who filed the lawsuit two 
days after the champion¬ 
ship game, said that, while 
the lawsuit recounts dam¬ 
ages suffered by Saints 
fans, it doesn't specifically 
ask for monetary compen¬ 
sation. Instead, D'Amico 
said, it seeks a court order, 
under state law, forcing 
Goodell to investigate the 
blown call underthe never 
before invoked Rule 17. 
D'Amico also insisted that 
he wasn't specifically ask¬ 
ing for a court-ordered 
do-over or reversal of the 
game, although that could 
be the result if the rule is in¬ 
voked. 

'We're not trying to keep 
the Super Bowl from going 
forward,"he said. 


lhat appeared to surprise 
Gladstone Jones, a New 
Orleans attorney argu¬ 
ing for the NFL, who said it 
would be "big news" that 
D'Amico's clients aren't try¬ 
ing to stop ordelaythe big 
game. 

As to D'Amico's call for an 
investigation, Jones said 
there is no need. League 
officials, he said, have 
clearly reviewed the calls 
"They have done their due 
diligence."

SAN DIEGO (AP) — J ustin 
Rose missed a short birdie 
putt that felt like another 
bogey. His three-shot lead 
was down to one through 
six holes of the Farmers In¬ 
surance Open, and the 
biggest battle was trying 
not to panic. 

"That'swhen he scratched a 
line on his scorecard after 
six holes, wa nting to sta rt his 
round from that moment 
forward. 

And he gave himself a pep 
talk. 

'You're No. 1 for a reason. 
Just start playing like it, 
please,"he said. 

And he did. 

Rose followed with a per¬ 
fect wedge to a right pin 
that led to birdie, the first 
of five birdies the rest of the 
way for a 3-under 69 and 
a two-shot victory Sunday 
over Adam Scott at Tor- 
rey Pines. It was his 10th 
straight year with a victory 
worldwide, including his 
gold medal from the 2016 
Olympics, and his 10th ca¬ 
reer PGA Tour victory gave 
him the most of any player 
from England, breaking a 
tie with Nick Faldo. 

Rose finished at 21-under 
267, the lowest 72-hole 
score at this event in 20 
years, and the warm, wind¬ 
less weather had a role in 
that. 


'Twenty-one under around 
Torrey Pines is great golf," 
Rose said. "But you had to 
do it. It felt like I had to work 
hard for his." 

Scott left him little choice. 
After not making a birdie 
until the ninth hole — and 
missing a 20-inch par putt 
on No. 5 — Scott closed 
with four straight birdies 
and kept the outcome in 
doubt until Rose hit wedge 
to 3 feet on the 18th hole 
forhis last birdie. 

"I just didn't have the game 
on the front nine, and it's 
a shame because Justin 
wa s a little sha ky ea rly with 
some bogeys," Scott said. 
"By the time I got it sorted 
out, itwasa bit too late." 
Rose became the first win- 
nerto postallfourroundsin 
the 60s since Peter Jacob¬ 
sen in 1995, back when the 
North and South courses 
were 700 yards shorter. 
Weather aside, this was an 
exquisite performance, es¬ 
pecially with his three pen¬ 
alty shots on Saturday, and 
opening the final round 
with three bogeys in five 
holes. 

Hideki Matsuyama closed 
with a 67 and tied for third 
with TalorGooch, who shot 
68 to match Rose with four 
rounds in the 60s. Gooch, 
who finished fourth last 
week in the Desert Clas¬ 
sic to get into this event, 


earned a spot in next 
week's Phoenix Open. He is 
playing this year on condi¬ 
tional status 

J on Rahm wasnevera fac¬ 
tor after pulling within one 
shot with that birdie on No. 
6, which turned out to be 
the only one he made all 
round. He shot 72 and tied 
for fifth with Rory Mcllroy 
(69) and defending cham¬ 
pion J ason Day (67). 

Tiger Woods had to settle 
for his own version of win¬ 
ning. Starting the final 
round 13 shots behind, 
Woods wanted to get into 
double figures. He birdied 
his last two holesfora 31 on 
the front nine to shoot 67 
and finish at 10-under278. 
He tied for 20th in his 2019 
debut. 

'Got to have these little 
goals when I'm not in con¬ 
tention to win a tourna¬ 
ment," Woods said. "Still 
something positive to end 
the week on." 

"The timing was ideal for 
Rose, who takes pride in 
winning every year. "The 
last time he won in J anuary 
was in South Africa in 2002, 
the first of his 22 victories 
worldwide. But it goes be¬ 
yond that. 

Rose dedicated the victory 
to hiscaddie, Mark Fulcher,

DENVER (AP) — In keeping 
with hockey tradition, a tip 
of the cap to honor Alex 
Ovechkin and Patrik Laine . 
They've each recorded a 
hat trick of hat tricks this 
season. 

Easy as one, two, three. Or 
so it may seem. 

Around the league, there 
have been 61 hat tricks 
through the first 770 games 
of the season — the most 
since 1995-96 (62), ac¬ 
cording to research by 
the NHL stats and informa¬ 
tion department. Leading 
the surge are Ovechkin of 
Washington and Laine of 
Winnipeg with three each. 
Hold on to your hat, there's 
more: There has been at 
least one three-goal scorer 
in 10 of the 13 days leading 
into to the All-Star break. 

"I think the reason why," 
Avalanche forward Mikko 
Rantanen succinctly sur¬ 
mised, "is because scoring 
around the league isup." 
Simple, yes. But on target, 
too. 

There have been 132 in¬ 
stances of a team scoring 
sixormore goals in a game 
so far, which is the most 
since 2005-06. Teams are 
averaging 3.03 goals per 
game, which is on pace 
forthe highest-scoring sea¬ 
son since the 3.14 in, you 
guessed it, 1995-96. There 
hasbeen an 18 percent in¬ 
crease in scoring since the 


post-expansion low of 2.57 
goals per game for teams 
in 2003-04, before a lockout 
led to rule changes. 
Naturally, hat tricks figure to 
go hand-in-hand with the 
escalation. 

"It's exciting and not some¬ 
thing everyone has done," 
said Nashville forward Aus¬ 
tin Watson , who had his 
first NHL hat trick on Nov. 
25 against Anaheim. "It's a 
cool achievement." 

Long associated with crick¬ 
et and soccer, the term 
hat trick appears to have 
ma d e its wa y into the ma in- 
stream hockey vernacular 
when a Toronto business¬ 
man offered a hat to any 
player who scored three 
goalsduring an NHLgame 
while visiting his town. As 
the legend goes, Chicago 
forward Alex Kaleta went 
into the shop in 1946 and 
found a fedora he fancied, 
according to an NHLcom 
story . Only, he didn't have 
the funds to purchase it. 
The business owner offered 
to give it to Kaleta free of 
charge should he score 
three goa Isa gainst the Ma¬ 
ple Leafs 

Kaleta had four. Presto, a 
hat trie k. 

These days, hat tricks come 
in a variety of forms. There's 
the natural one (three 
straight goals by a player), 
traditional (any three goals, 
sometimes culminating 
with a late empty-netter) 


and of course the 'Gordie 
Howe" (a goal, assist and a 
fight). 

The achievement of a hat 
trick has long been cel¬ 
ebrated with fans tossing 
their hats on the ice. Ever 
wonder where all those 
hats go? The Avs, for one, 
donate the caps to the 
Denver Rescue Mission. 

The fastest NHL hat trick 
took just 21 seconds by 
Chicago's Bill Mosienko 
(1952). The most in a ca¬ 
reer? Wayne Gretzky, who 
had 50. Ovechkin has the 
most of any active player 
with 23. 

They're farfrom common — 
thisyear's total of 61 so far is 
just 8 percent of all games 
The Great One needed 
1,487 gamesto get his 50. 
All the increased scoring 
means the feat may some¬ 
day lose a bit of its luster. 
But not yet. 

"It's a pretty hard thing to 


do," said Minnesota for¬ 
ward Jason Zucker, who 
had a hat trick on Nov. 9, 
2017. "Scoring any goal in 
this league is a hard thing 
to do. To do three in one 
game ispretty incredible." 
Ovechkin had two in a four- 
day window this season, 
while Laine had a pairover 
a six-day span, including a 
five-goal game on Nov. 24. 
Avalanche captain Ga¬ 
briel Landeskog gave his 
first hat trick on Nov. 11, 
2017, against Washington 
the royal treatment. He has 
the puck in a case with the 
game sheet and a picture. 
He said he doesn't have his 
puckfrom the second one, 
which happened a month 
later. 

"I don't think guys are go¬ 
ing out the re trying to score 
hat tricks," the All-Star Lan¬ 
deskog said. 'Guys a re go¬ 
ing out there trying to help 
the team win." 


As for why there are so 
many hat tricks this season, 
Zuckerhasa simple deduc¬ 
tion. 

"It's the speed. It's the skill. 
It's the sticks, the way guys 
shoot pucks now," ZUcker 
explained. 'Guys don't 
even have to try to shoot 
pucks — the sticks do a lot 
of the work for us" 

No need to convince Min¬ 
nesota's All-Star goa Itender 
Devan Dubnykofthat. 
'Teams are discovering 
ways to create chances 
and figure how pucks ac¬ 
tually go in the net and not 
just thinking if you throw 50 
pucksatthe netthatyou're 
going to score a bunch of 
goals," Dubnyk said. "It's 
understanding how to cre¬ 
ate offense. You can see it 
throughout the league this 
year. There's a lot of offen¬ 
sive creativity and it's mak¬ 
ing it tough for defenses 
and tough for goa lies" 


Longtime San Francisco Giants owner Peter Magowan dies

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Pe¬ 
ter Magowan, the lifelong 
Giants fan who formed the 
ownership group that kept 
the team in San Francisco 
with a sparkling waterfront 
ballpark, died Sunday after 
a battle with cancer. He 
was 76. 

Magowan was a fan ever 
since going to games at 
the Polo Grounds in New 
York and then played a 
critical role in the team's 


success over the last quar¬ 
ter-century. 

"During a tenuous period 
for the franchise, Peter 
stepped up and led the 
group that purchased the 
Giants and kept them in 
San Francisco," commis¬ 
sioner Rob Manfred said. 
'With groundbreaking vi¬ 
sion, he then guided the 
effort that resulted in a 
ballpark that became a 
land mark for the city. In his 
16 seasons of leadership, 
Peter oversaw a winning, 


civic-minded ballclub that 
represented the spirit of 
San Francisco. The foun¬ 
dation created under his 
direction helped make the 
Giants the model club they 
remain today." 

Magowan helped form 
the ownership group that 
bought the franchise for 
$100 million from Bob Lurie 
in December 1992 to keep 
the team from moving to 
Tampa Bay. One of his first 
moves was signing Barry 
Bonds to a six-year, $43.5 


million free agent deal 
even before he formally 
completed the purchase 
of the team. 

With the game's greatest 
slugger in place, the Gi- 
antswenton to have great 
successand Magowan put 
together a plan to build a 
privately funded ballpark 
on the water in downtown 
San Francisco. That park, 
the first in years built with¬ 
out direct public funding, 
opened in 2000 and be¬ 
came one of the jewels of 


the game. 

Magowan stepped down 
following the 2008 season 
but had put in place the 
management team that 
helped bring San Francisco 
its first World Series title in 
2010, followed by champi¬ 
onships in 2012 and '14.

16-year tenure running the 
Giants, including a trip to 
the World Series in 2002 be¬

canceled cable long ago. 
Your TV antenna has trash 
reception for ABC. But you 
want to host an Oscars 
viewing party. What to do? 
A newish, under-the-radar 
option is Locast. It's like an 
app version of a $50 anten¬ 
na you can get from Best 
Buy, and it's free and easy 
to use. 

For someone like me, 
weaned on Netflix, Locast 
is too simplistic to be a ma¬ 
jor part of my TV addiction. 
It'sa stopgap,excellentthe 
few times a year when I 
want to watch what every¬ 
one else iswatching, atthe 
sa me time they wa tc h it. 
But it's useful for those who 
regularly watch TV live — 
sports lovers, devotees of 
morning shows like 'Today," 
"Bachelor" fans who live- 
tweet each episode. 

You don't have to payforit, 
as you do with cable, and 
it's available on more gad¬ 


gets than you'd get with 
just a TV antenna. Forthose 
who don't have a TV, it's 
one of the easiest ways to 
watch over-the-air stations 
forfree. 


HOW IT WORKS 

Locast makes local stations 
available for free, in real 
time, online. You can watch 
on itswebsite, locast.org, or 
on apps for iPhones and 


Android phones A Roku 
app or sharing from your 
phone with Chromecast 
or Apple's AirPlay lets you 
stream to the TV. 

In New York, I get stations 
for ABC, CBS, Fox, NBC, 
CW, PBS, Univision, Tele- 
mundo, Ion and a handful 
of others. Cable channels 
like ESPN, MTV, Bravo and 
Fox News a re not available 
free on the public airwaves 
You generally have to pay 
forthem. 

You can start watching as 
soon asyou let Locast know 
your location and sign in 
with your email or Face- 
book account. A basic TV 
guide tells you what's on 
now and the next six days 
Audio and video quality is 
good. I haven't had issues 
with buffering or shows not 
loading. 

IHE LANDSCAPE 

The internet's abundance 
of video — hi, YouTube; hi, 
Netflix — has pushed mil¬ 
lions to cancel cable TV 
and diminished the appeal 
of live television. 

Some people (the young) 
barely watch, except for 
special circumstances like 
the Super Bowl or the Os¬ 
cars. But many are still ded¬ 
icated to 'The Late Show" 
each evening and as 
much NFL football as they 
can get. 

Locast fits into a crowded 
field of devices and ser¬ 
vices aiming to replace or 
complement cable. There 
are cable-like stream¬ 


ing services like YouTube 
TV, DirecTV Now or Play¬ 
Station Vue, which offer 
packages of TV channels, 
typically for $40 or $45 a 
month. Hulu and appsfrom 
the likes of ABC and NBC 
post episodes online in the 
days after they air.

More parents a re putting limits on college help

Tyler Luker of Plano, Texas, 
is a high school junior who 
already knows which col¬ 
lege he wants to attend 
(University of Missouri), how 
much it costs ($43,300 for 
out-of-state residents) and 
how much he can expect 
his single motherto contrib¬ 
ute: nothing. 

'That's protecting my retire¬ 
ment," says certified finan¬ 
cial planner Sharon Luker 
, 64. "I don't want to work 
when I'm 70." 

While most parents plan to 
help with at least some col¬ 
lege expenses, more are 
coming around to Sharon 
Luke^s point of view that 
they shouldn't sacrifice their 
own financial well-being to 
do so, a survey by student 
lenderSallie Mae found. 

"As a parent, you want to 
do what'sbestforyourkids," 
saysSaHie Mae spokesman 
Rick Castellano. But "par¬ 
ents do want their students 
to have some skin in the 
game." 

The 2018 survey of 2,003 
parentswith children under 
18, conducted by pollster 
Ipsos, found: 

— More parents say their 
kids should help pay for 
their own educations, with 
59 percent saying college 
costs should be a shared 
responsibility compared 
to 51 percent in 2016. The 
proportion saying the bur¬ 
den should be entirely the 
parents' dropped to 26 per¬ 
cent from 30 percent. 

— Sixty-nine percent 


vowed not to touch their 
retirement funds for col¬ 
lege costs, up from 60 per¬ 
cent in 2016. An improved 
economy seems to have 
convinced more parents 
that they'll be able to pay 
for college out of their in¬ 
come and savings, rather 
than tapping retirement, 
Castellano says 
— Still, more parents were 
saving for college (56 per¬ 
cent) than their own retire¬ 
ments (54 percent). Ide¬ 
ally, people would be on 
track with retirement sav¬ 


ings before saving for their 
children's educations 
As college costs continue 
to spiral, parents tempted 
to spend excessively to 
educate their kids need to 
thinktwice. Here'swhy:

Monica L Dwyer of West 
Chester, Ohio, whose three 
children attend the Univer¬ 
sity of Cincinnati, was up¬ 
front with them about how 
much help they could ex¬ 
pect. Each child had about 
$25,000 in 529 college sav¬ 
ings plans, plus Dwyer and 
her husband, Sean, pay for 
food, health insurance, cell 
service and carinsurance if 
the child lives at home. 

"I think that if you give chil¬ 
dren limits, and explain 
what they have available 
to them . they will likely 
make the right decisions," 
she says. 'Or maybe I have 
been lucky." 

The Dwyers refuse to co-sign 
private loans or take out 
parental loans The kids got 
jobs and federal student 
loans, which are limited to 
$5,500 the first year, to help 
cover tuition and books 
Sean Dwyer recently took 
a post as an academic 
advisor at the university, so 
the $11,000 annual tuition 
is now waived for all three 
kids and "it is such a huge 
relief for our family," Dwyer 
says. 

CFP Martisha Patterson of 
Nutley, New Jersey, also 
put conditions on her col¬ 
lege help. If her daughter 
had attended an in-state 
public school, she could 
have lived on campus. Be¬ 
cause she opted for City 
University of New York, 
where she's now a sopho¬ 
more, she commutes the 
roughly 15 milesfrom home 
to offset the higher cost for 
out-of-state student&G

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loshiba unveils robot to probe melted Ftikushima nuclear fuel

YOKOHAMA, japan (AP) 

— Toshiba Corp. unveiled 
a remote-controlled ro¬ 
bot with tongs on Monday 
that it hopes will be able to 
probe the inside of one of 
the three damaged reac¬ 
tors at Japan's tsunami-hit 
Fukushima nuclear plant 
and grip chunks of highly 
radioactive melted fuel. 

The device is designed to 
slide down an extendable 
11-meter (36-foot) long 
pipe and touch melted fuel 
inside the Unit 2 reactor's 
primary containment ves¬ 
sel. The reactorwasbuilt by 
Toshiba and GE. 

An eaiiierprobe carrying a 
camera captured images 
of pieces of melted fuel in 
the reactor last year, and 
robotic probes in the two 
other reactors have de¬ 
tected tracesof damaged 
fuel, but the exact location, 
contents and other details 
remain largely unknown. 
Toshiba's energy systems 
unit said experiments with 
the new probe planned in 


February are key to deter¬ 
mining the proper equip¬ 
ment and technologies 
needed to remove the fuel 
debris, the most challeng¬ 
ing part of the decommis¬ 


sioning process expected 
to take decades. 

The three reactors at the 
Fukushima plant suffered 
core meltdowns after a 
massive 2011 earthquake 


and tsunami damaged key 
cooling systems. 

In last year's probe, a cam¬ 
era developed by Toshiba 
Energy Systems & Solutions 
Corp. and the Interna¬ 


tional Research Institute for 
Nuclear Decommissioning 
found large amountsof de¬ 
posits in that area, includ¬ 
ing parts that resembled 
pebblesorgravel. 

The 30-centimeter(12-inch) 
long robot unveiled Mon¬ 
day will carry a radiation 
dosimeter, thermometer, 
LED lights, a camera and 
a pair of tongs as it slowly 
slides down from a pipe. 
The probe, attached by a 
cable on itsback, is to dan¬ 
gle from the pipe and de¬ 
scend to the bottom of the 
reactor vessel's pedestal, a 
structure directly below the 
core from which the melt¬ 
ed fuel fell. 

Toshiba plans to use the 
new device to touch and 
grip the deposits with the 
tongs, which can hold a 
lump as wide as 8 centi¬ 
meters (3 inches) weighing 
up to two kilograms (4.4 
pounds), to investigate its 
hardnessand otherdetails, 
said J un Suzuki, a Toshiba 
ESSgroup managerforthe 
projectO

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Faraway space snowman is 
pitted and has bright 'collar

man visited by NASA on 
New Year's Day is pitted all 
over and has a bright "col¬ 
lar" between its two fused 
spheres. 

These are the newest de¬ 
tails to emerge about Ul¬ 
tima Thule, the most distant 
o bjec t e ve r exp lo red. 

A close-up picture taken 
by NASA's New Horizons 
spacecraft right before 
closest approach on Jan. 
1, and released Thursday, 
shows lots of little pits on Ul¬ 
tima Thule. They're lessthan 
a half-mile (0.7 kilometers) 
across. There'salso a much 
bigger, circular depres¬ 
sion on the smaller lobe, 
considered the snowman's 
head. Scientists do n't know 
if these are impact craters 
orsinkholes 

Categorized as a contact 
binary, the approximately 
20-mile-long (32-kilometer- 
long), reddish Ultima Thule 


has both light and dark 
patterns. The brightest 
spot is where the two lobes 
connect. Scientists say the 
varied shading may help 
explain how the ancient 
object was formed, as the 
solar system was emerging 
4.5 billion years ago. 

Lead scientist Alan Stem 
of Southwest Research In¬ 
stitute promises even bet¬ 
ter pictures during the next 
month. It will take almost 
two years for New Horizons 
to transmit a II the data from 
the flyby, 4 billion miles (6.4 
billion kilometers) away. 

At such a vast distance, it 
takes more than six hours 
for radio signals to travel 
one way. New Horizons is 
already more than 19 mil¬ 
lion miles (30.5 million ki¬ 


lometers) beyond Ultima 
Thule. 

Launched in 2006, the 
spacecraft became the 
first visitor to the dwarf 
planet Pluto in 2015. Ultima 
Thule wasitssecond target. 
A third destination — even 
deeperinside the so-called 
Kuiper Belt on the frozen 
fringes of our solar system 
— could be possible in the 
2020sO

PARIS (AP) — Va le ntino to o k 
drama to its height at its 
Wednesday spring couture 
collection in Paris, where 
Celine Dion wept theatri¬ 
cally as a solemn Naomi 
Campbell swept past to 
close the house's show in a 
see-through black organza 
gown. 

The VIP crowd that was 
surrounded by multicol¬ 
ored perfumed flowers 
whooped during a stand¬ 
ing ovation assnow fell out¬ 
side. 

Here are some highlights of 
Wednesday's spring-sum¬ 
mer 2019 couture collec¬ 
tions: 

VALENTINO'S FLOWER 
WOMEN 

On couturier Pierpaolo Pic- 
cioli's request, Valentino's 
seamstresses named each 
and every couture dressaf- 
tera floweroremotion. 

This detail reveals the pre¬ 
ciousness that the designer 
and hisatelierbestowed on 
the 65 carefully construct¬ 
ed looks, in which each 
model was transformed 
into a silken bloom. 

A surreal red rose hood 
opened the collection, en¬ 
veloping the model's head. 
Later gowns were less un¬ 
usual or daring, producing 
a display in which Piccioli 
offered a more classical 
interpretation of floral cou¬ 
ture. 

Wednesday's effort lacked 
some of the vigor of Picci- 


oli's stand out collection last 
season, but it was poetic, 
thoughtful and color-rich. 
Aquarelle floral print on a 
draped pant look sported 
billowing sleeves that har¬ 
kened to the Italy-based 
house's touchstone of the 
Renaissance. 

A dramatic tiered pant- 
gown shimmered with flo¬ 
ral lace encrustations and 
pearls. It took some 620 
hours to make, according 
to the program notes. 

RAMI MALEK LOVES PARIS 
A smiling Rami Malek cut a 
dapper figure decked out 
in Valentino, inside the Ho¬ 


tel Salomon de Rothschild, 
with hisgirlfriend Lucy Boyn¬ 
ton. 

Malek says he's still riding 
a high following his Oscar 
best actor nomination for 
portraying Queen front¬ 
man Freddie Mercury in 
"Bohemian Rhapsody" and 
enjoying the fashion scene. 
"I see this very much ashigh 
art. It's a really special oc¬ 
casion to see some couture 
— the cream of the crop," 
he said. 

Malek, who was bom and 
raised in Los Angeles to 
Egyptian immigrant par¬ 
ents, said he was also en¬ 


joying being in the city 
where some of his family 
lives. 

"It's extraordinary to be 
here with my family on a 
magical snowy day in Par¬ 
is,"he said, adding that'the 
politicsof Egypt in the 1970s 
is why my family is here." 
GAULTIERS ASIAN WATERS 
It was a typically tongue-in- 
cheek affairforGaultier. 
This season, a particularly 
theatrical vision of Asia was 
served up in combination 
with a watertheme. 
Gaultier's signature mari¬ 
time stripe opened the 
show on an Asian model 


with a cinched oriental 
waist. The Asian theme 
became more obvious as 
the collection progressed 
beginning with a look from 
Gaultiermuse, model Anna 
Cleveland. 

She rocked a diaphanous 
pleated organza gown 
with voluminous sleeves 
and a black crisscross 
"martial arts" lapel. It was 
topped with a huge, piled- 
up Oriental wig, an acces¬ 
sory featured throughout 
the show. 

The program notes then 
listed a series of looks in¬ 
spired by the sea such as 
"New Wave," featuring 
an undulating black-and- 
white striped organza front 
piece. 

Then, a dark wool pant 
suit with jagged 'fin" shoul¬ 
ders called "Stop Being a 
Shark" filed by, prompting 
chucklesfrom some seated 
guests 

GAULTIERS DIVERSITY 

Sports Illustrated cover 
model Irina Shayk heaped 
praise on Gaultier for 
championing diversity and 
creating collections that 
could speak to all kinds of 
men and women of differ¬ 
ent agesand style. 

'That's what makes him so 
special in the fashion in¬ 
dustry. He broke aIIthe bar¬ 
riers," said Shayk, ahead 
of the summer show that 
featured Asian and black 
models and played on 
Asia-inspired styles.O

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sar¬ 
ah Jessica Parker and J eff 
Bridgesare bringing a cou¬ 
ple of famed characters 
back to life fora charity in 
a new SuperBowl commer¬ 
cial. 

Parker will reprise her "Sex 
and the City" Carrie Brad¬ 
shaw role and Bridges will 
appear as 'The Dude" in 
a Stella Artois commercial 
to raise money to combat 
water shortage. The 45-sec- 
ond ad launches Monday 
and will be televised during 
SuperBowl 53 on Feb. 3. 
'There will be a lot of men 
drinking during the Super 
Bowl, so why not buy some 


beer that'll do some good 
for the planet and the 
world," Bridges said in an 
interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press before shooting 
the a d. 

The "Pour It Forward" cam¬ 
paign is an initiative be¬ 
tween the beerbrand and 
Water.org, co-founded by 
actor Matt Damon. Both 
will donate between one to 
12 months of clean water 
to someone in an underde¬ 
veloped country based on 
the amount of Stella Artois 
packsbought. 

Bridges said there's a 'tre¬ 
mendous need" for the ini¬ 
tiative, while Parker called 
the campaign an "impor¬ 
tant and potentially im¬ 


pactful effort." 

Parker starred as the fash¬ 
ionable Bradshaw on the 
hit television series 'Sex in 
the City." Bridges is known 
as the nonchalant, knit- 
sweater-wearing charac¬ 
ter] effrey 'The Dude" from 
the cult classic film "The Big 
Lebowski." 

Parkersaid she and Bridges 
enjoyed having their char¬ 
acters meet up. 

In the commercial, the 
two separately order the 
beer instead of their fa¬ 
vorite drink and end up 
sitting next to each other. 
Bradshaw prefersa Cosmo¬ 
politan cocktail, while The 
Dude's usual is a White Rus¬ 
sian cocktail. 


"I really like the way they 
created this world," said 
Parker, who said she doesn't 
expect to play Bradshaw in 
'Sex and the City" anytime 


soon. "It's allowing this sort 
of a familiarity. People as¬ 
sociate those characters 
without us literally playing

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'Glass^ is No. 1 again. MeConaughey's'Serenity 1 flops

NB/VYORK(AP)— Matthew 
McConaughey notched 
one of the worst debuts of 
hiscareer, Oscar nominees 
saw only modest bumps 
and M. Night ShyamaIan's 
'Glass" easily remained No. 
1 on a quiet weekend in 
movie theaters. 

"fhe weekend's two new 
wide releases — McCo- 
naughey's tropic noir 'Se¬ 
renity" and the updated 
King Arthur tale 'The Kid 
Who Would Be King" — 
both flopped with movie¬ 
goers who instead contin¬ 
ued to flock to 'Glass" and 
Kevin Hart's "The Upside." 
Shyama Ian's sequel to 
"Unbreakable" and 'Split" 
sold $19 million in tickets 
according to estimates 
Sunday, a decent 53 per¬ 
cent drop from its open¬ 
ing weekend. In 10 days of 
release, Shyama Ian's self- 
financed thriller has made 
$73.6 million domestically 
and $162.7 million globally. 
'The Upside," starring Hart 
and Bryan Cranston, also 
stayed lodged in second 
place with $12.2 million in 
its third weekend. 

The weekend's biggest 


budget new entry, 'The 
Kid Who Would Be King," 
opened poorly with $7.3 
million against a $59 million 
budget. The 20th Century 
Fox release, produced by 
Working Title, was written 
and directed by "Attack 
of the Block" filmmaker J oe 
Cornish. In his modem-day 
London version of the leg¬ 
end, a working-class boy 


pulls Exca liburfrom a stone. 
Though 'The Kid Who Would 
Be King"drew good reviews 
(86 percent fresh on Rotten 
Tomatoes) and was large¬ 
ly pleasing to audiences 
(who gave it a B-plus Cin- 
emaScore), Cornish's film 
came in on the low side of 
already undersized expec¬ 
tations 

Smaller still was 'Serenity," 


from the recently launched 
distributor Aviron Pictures 
Though boasting a re¬ 
spected writer-director 
(Steven Knight, the cre- 
atorof "Peaky Blinders" and 
maker of 2013's "Locke") 
and a starry cast including 
Anne Hathaway and Ja¬ 
son Clarke, "Serenity"made 
onlya minordisturbance at 
the box office with $4.8 mil¬ 


lion in ticket sales 
The film, about a fishing 
boat captain on a mysteri¬ 
ous island, was lambasted 
by critics (21 percent fresh 
on Rotten Tomatoes) and 
audiences agreed, giving 
it a D-plus CinemaScore. 
The film, made for about 
$25 million, is among Mc- 
Conaughey's weakest 
performing wide-release 
debuts, behind only 2017's 
'Gold" and 1996's "Larger 
Than Ufe." For Hathaway, 
it's a new low. 

Several Oscar contenders 
added theaters over the 
weekend to capitalize on 
Tuesday's nominations. Pe¬ 
ter Fa nelly's 'Green Book," 
nominated for five awards 
including best picture, re¬ 
ceived the biggest bump, 
taking in $5.4 million in its 
widest releases yet (2,430 
theaters in its 11th week of 
release). 

'Green Book" was the only 
Oscar film to crack the 
top 10. "Bohemian Rhap¬ 
sody," which has already 
surpassed $600 million in¬ 
ternationally, added an¬ 
other $8.7 million overseas 
It also took in $2.5 million 
domestically.^

NEW YORK (AP) — Meg 

Medina's "Merci Suarez 
Changes Gears," the story 
of a Florida sixth grader's 
struggles at school and 


at home, has won the 
prestigious J ohn Newbery 
Medal for "outstanding 
contribution to children's 
literature." Sophie Blackall's 
"Hello Lighthouse," in which 
the natural world is seen 
through the eyes of a light¬ 
house keeper, received the 
Randolph Caldecott Med¬ 
al forbest picture book. 

The awards, the year's most 
anticipated in the chil¬ 
dren's books community, 
were announced Monday 
by the American Library As¬ 
sociation. 

Claire Hartfield's "A Few 
Red Drops: The Chicago 
Race Riot of 1919" won 
the Coretta Scott King 
author award for African- 
American literature, while 
Ekua Holmeswasgiventhe 
King illustrator award. Eliza¬ 
beth Acevedo's 'The Poet 
X," winner last fall of the 
National Book Award for 


young people's literature, 
received the Michael L 
PrintzAward forbest young 
adult novel and the Pura 
Belpre author award for 
Latino literature. The Belpre 
award for illustration went 
to Yuyi Moralesfor'Dream- 
ers" Tara Westover's best¬ 
selling memoir "Educated" 
was among 10 winners of 
the Alex Award for adult 
works appealing to teen 
readers. Medina, a Cuban- 
American and author of 
young adult, middle-grade 
and picture books, has re¬ 
ceived numerous previous 
awards She won the Bel¬ 
pre author prize in 2014 for 
'Yaqui Delgado Wants to 
Kick Your Ass" and an Ezra 
Jack Keats medal in 2012 
for best new writer. Blackall 
is an Australian-bom artist 
and illustrator whose oth¬ 
er works include "Are You 
Awake?'□

NEW YORK (AP) — "Black 
Pa nthe r"to o kthe to p a wa nd 
at Sunday's 25th Screen 
ActorsGuild Awards, giving 
Ryan Coogler's superhero 
sensation its most signifi¬ 
cant a ward s-sea son honor 
yet and potentially setting 
up Wakanda for a major 
role at next month's Acad¬ 
emy Awards 

The two leading Oscar 
nominees — "Roma" and 
'The Favourite" — were by¬ 
passed by the actors guild 
for a best ensemble field 
that also included "BlacK- 
kKlansman," "Crazy Rich 
Asians," "Bohemian Rhap¬ 
sody" and "A Star Is Bom." 
Although "Black Panther" 
wasn't nominated for any 
individual SAG Awards, it 
took home the final award 
atthe Shrine Auditorium in 
LosAngeles 

Before a stage full of ac¬ 
tors, Chadwick Boseman 
tried to put into context the 
moment for the trailblazing 
"Black Panther," which also 
won for its stunt performer 
ensemble. 'To be young, 
gifted and black," he said, 
quoting the Nina Simone 
song. 

"We know what it's like to 
be told there isn't a screen 
for you to be featured 
on, a stage for you to be 
featured on. ... We know 
what's like to be beneath 
and not above. And that is 
what we went to work with 
every day," said Boseman. 
'We knew that we could 
create a world that exem¬ 
plified a world we wanted 
to see. We knew that we 
had something to give." 

The w in p uts "Bla c k Pa nthe r" 
squarely in contention for 
best picture at the Acade¬ 
my Awards where it's nomi¬ 
nated for seven honors in¬ 
cluding best picture. Actors 
make up the largest per¬ 
centage of the academy, 
so their preferences can 
have an especially large 
impact on the Oscar race. 
In the last decade the SAG 
ensemble winnerhasgone 
on to win best picture at 
the Academy Awards half 
of the time. 

In the lead acting catego¬ 
ries, Glenn Close and Rami 
Malek solidified themselves 
as front-runners with wins 


that followed theirtriumphs 
at the Golden Globes. The 
71-year-old Close, a seven¬ 
time nominee but neveran 
Oscarwinner, won bestac- 
tressforherperformance in 
'The Wife." In her speech, 
she spoke about the pow¬ 
er of film in a multiscreen 
world. 

"One of the most powerful 
things we have as human 
beingsare two eyeslooking 
into two eyes," said Close. 
"Film is the only art form that 
allows us the close-up." 
Malek, wining best actor 
over Christian Bale ("Vice") 
and Bradley Cooper ("A 
Star Is Bom") for his perfor¬ 
mance in "Bohemian Rhap¬ 
sody,"seemingly sealed the 
Oscarmanyare predicting 
forhim. Malek'sawardsare 
mounting even as the di¬ 
rector of "Bohemian Rhap¬ 
sody," Bryan Singer, is fac¬ 
ing multiple accusations of 
sexual assault with minors 
. Singer has denied the 
c la ims. 

As he did at the Globes, 
Malekdedicated hisaward 
to Mercury. 

"I get some powerfrom him 
that's about stepping up 
and living your best life, be¬ 
ing exactly who you want 
to be and accomplishing 
everything you so desire," 
said Malek. 


More surprising was Em¬ 
ily Blunt's best supporting 
actress win for her perfor¬ 
mance in the horror thriller 
"A Quiet Place." Blunt, also 
nominated by the guild for 
her lead performance in 
"Mary Pop pins Returns," was 
visibly shocked. She wasn't 
among Tuesday's Oscar 
nomineesfor either film. 
'Guys That truly has blown 
my slicked hair back," said 
Blunt, who praised her hus¬ 
band and "A Quiet Place" 
director John Krasinski as 
a "stunning filmmaker." 
"Thank you for giving me 
the part. You would have 
been in majortrouble if you 
hadn't." 

Best supporting actor in 
a film went more as ex¬ 
pected. Mahershala Ali, 
who won two yeansago for 
"Moonlig ht,"won forhisper- 
formance in Peter Fa nelly's 
interracial road trip 'Green 
Book." 

The Amazon series 'The 
Marvelous Mrs. Maisel" won 
the first three a wards hand¬ 
ed out Sunday, sweeping 
the comedy series awards 
It won best ensemble in a 
comedy series, as well as 
individual honors for Ra¬ 
chel Brosnahan and Tony 
Shalhoub, whose win wasa 
surprise in a category that 
included Bill Hader("Barry") 


and Michael Douglas ('The 
Kominsky Method"). 

"We cannot thank you 
enough," said Shalhoub, 
speaking for the cast. 'Stay 
with us" 

Tom Hanks presented 
the lifetime achievement 
award to Alan Alda , who 
in July revealed that he 
had been living with Parkin¬ 
son's disease for more than 
three years.The 83-year-old 
actor took the stage to a 
standing ovation while the 
theme to "M.A.S.H" played. 
He said the award came 
at a reflective moment for 
him. 

"I see more than ever now 
how proud I am to be a part 
of our brotherhood and 
sisterhood of actors," said 
Alda. "It may never have 
been more urgent to see 
the world through another 
person's eyes. When a cul¬ 
ture is divided so sharply, 
actors can help — a least 
a little — just by doing what 
we do. And the nice part is 
it's fun to do it. So my wish 
fora II of us is: Let's stay play¬ 
ful." 

For the second time, the 
cast of 'This Is Us" won best 
ensemble in a drama series. 
Other TV winners included 
Sandra Oh ("Killing Eve"), 
Darren Criss for "Assassina¬ 
tion of Gianni Versace", Ja¬ 


son Bateman ('Ozark") and 
Patricia Arquette ("Escape 
at Dannemora"). Arquette 
thanked Special Counsel 
investigator Robert Mueller 
"and everyone working to 
make sure we have sover¬ 
eignty forthe United States 
of America." 

The SAG Awards had one 
thing the Oscars don't: a 
host. Emcee Megan Mullal- 
ly kicked off the awards by 
tweaking their role among 
the many honors leading 
up to next month's Oscars. 
She called the SAGs 'the 
greatest honor an actor 
can receive this weekend." 
The show d id not boost the 
chances of other Oscar 
hopefuls, "A Star Is Bom," 
"The Favourite" and "BlacK- 
kKlansman," which were all 
shut out Sunday night. 
Among the attendees Sun¬ 
day was Geoffrey Owens, 
the 'Cosby Show" actor 
who caused a stirwhen he 
was photographed work¬ 
ing at a New J ersey Trader 
Joe's He was among the 
performers who began the 
show with the SAG Awards' 
typical "I am an actor"testi¬ 
mony. The SAGs a Iso made 
time for one reunion: "Fatal 
Attraction" stars Michael 
Douglas and Glenn Close 
joined each otheron stage 
aspresentersO 
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
